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TERMS  OF  OFFICE 


The  term  of  office  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  commences  the  first 
Monday  in  April;  of  the  School  Commissioners,  the  first  day  of  July. 

Street,  Water,  Cemetery,  Police,  Fire  and  Light  Commissioners — 
One  appointed  in  April  each  year  for  a  term  of  three  years,  from  April 
25th  ne-xt  following  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified. 

City  Assessors — One  appointed  in  March  each  year,  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  from  April  1st,  following  his  election,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  appointed  and  qualified. 

Park  Commissioners — One  appointed  in  April  each  year  for  a  term 
of  five  years. 

Board  of  Charities — One  appointed  in  April  each  year,  for  a 
term  of  three  years;  from  the  25th  day  of  the  same  April  and  until  his 
successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  appointed 
between  April  25th  and  May  1st,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  to  serve  one  year  from  May  1st  following  his  appointment 
and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

Board  of  Health — One  appointed,  in  April  each  year,  to  serve  three 
years.  Health  Officer  appointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  In- 
spector of  Milk  and  Food  and  Inspector  of  Plumbing  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Health. 

Board  of  Library  Commissioners — One  appointed  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  F.  F.  Library  and  one  by  the  City  Council,  to  serve  two  years. 

Building  Inspector  and  Deputy — Appointed  in  March  to  serve  two 
years. 

Board  of  License  Commissioners — Appointed  for  the  term  of  one 
year  by  the  Governor. 

All  other  officers  one  year,  from  April  25th,  except  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Water  Works,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Electric  Light  Plant,  who  are  annually  appointed  be- 
tween April  25th  and  May  1st  to  serve  one  year  from  the  1st  day  of 
May,  following  his  appointment  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified.

MAYOR  JACKSON'S  MESSAGE 

April  5,  1920. 

To  the  Honora'ble  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen: — On  this,  the  first  Monday  in  April,  which,  according 
to  our  city  charter  is  the  beginning  of  a  new  year  in  our  city  govern- 
ment, we  have  assembled  to  begin  our  official  duties  for  the  year  1920. 
We  have  all  taken  an  oath  to  discharge  and  perform  our  duties  to  the 
best  of  our  abilities. 

You  have  voluntarily,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  voters  of  your 
wards,  taken  your  places  in  the  legislative  work  of  the  city  government 
and  have  thus  put  yourselves  under  the  strongest  obligations  to  serve 
the  city  unselfishly,  without  prejudice  and  according  to  your  best  judg- 
ment; and  to  put  into  this  service  sufllcient  time  and  endeavor.  May 
we  not  then  at  this  time  pledge  ourselves  to  fulfill  our  obligations  so  , 
assumed,  for  the  best  interests  of  our  city? 

SHOULD  PRACTICE  ECONOMY 

Economy  and  efficiency  are  not  new  words  as  applied  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  city  affairs,  and  they  have  not  lost  any  of  their  meaning. 
We  should  practice  economy  and  insist  upon  efficiency.  The  credit  of 
the  city,  financially  and  in  every  other  way  should  be  kept  good. 

I  think  the  matter  of  granting  licenses  should  receive  more  careful 
attention  from  all  of  us.  To  grant  a  license  is  to  confer  a  privilege, 
and  this  increases  to  some  extent  the  current  expenses.  A  violation 
of  its  terms  involves  an  investigation  by  the  police  department  and 
sometimes  is  followed  by  a  prosecution  by  the  city  attorney.  All  this 
costs  something  and  gives  rise  to  bad  feelings.  The  conditions  of  some 
of  the  licenses  ought  to  be  more  clearly  stated  and  the  licensees  made 
to  conform  to  their  agreements.  I  shall  be  glad  to  confer  with  the 
committee  on  licenses  as  to  these  matters. 

We  now  have  four  less  police  officers  than  when  I  first  took  the 
oflEice  of  mayor.  It  is  likely  that  during  the  summer  the  regular  force 
will  need  to  be  temporarily  increased. 

I  have  been  considering  whether  it  might  be  wise  to  add  to  the 
police  equipment  one,  or  possibly  two  motorcycles.  In  spite  of  the 
best  work  our  police  officers  can  do,  a  reckless  automobile  driver  some- 
times gets  away  or  witnesses  vanish  from  sight. 


MAYOR'S  MESSAGE 
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What  I  have  just  said  is  notice  to  the  public  that  drivers  of  auto- 
mobiles and  of  all  other  vehicles  must  exercise  more  care  and  obey 
the  laws  and  ordinances. 

Our  electric  light  department  has  made  commendable  progress 
during  the  past  year.  Its  operation  under  the  contract  with  the  Pub- 
lic Electric  Light  Company — called  the  Fairfax  plant — has  been  without 
friction  and  has  proved  satisfactory.  I  quote  a  few  lines  from  a  recent 
Igtter  of  our  superintendent,  directed  to  the  mayor: 

"With  the  marked  increase  in  costs  of  every  known  commodity, 
and  the  price  of  gas  advanced  from  $1.10  to  $1.65  per  1,000  cubic  feet, 
we  still  enjoy  in  Burlington  pre-war  prices  for  electric  light  and  power. 
That  this  condition  is  appreciated  is  proved  by  the  steady  increase  in 
the  department's  list  of  users. 

"I  may  add  that  this  condition  as  to  prices  is,  in  part,  due  to  the 
favorable  contract  which  the  city  made  with  the  'Fairfax  Company,'  a 
year  and  a  half  ago." 

The  superintendent  has  made  several  suggestions  which  merit  con- 
sideration. These  suggestions  relate  to  the  joint  use  of  poles  by  the 
several  wire  companies  and  to  the  need  of  a  new  boiler  of  500  horse 
power  in  order  to  use  it,  in  case  of  any  temporary  interruption  of  the 
present  service.  I  shall  call  your  attention  to  these  matters  a  little 
later. 

PUBLIC  PLAY  GROUND 
In  my  message  a  year  ago  I  said  this: 

"The  need  of  public  play  grounds  was  recognized  by  the  Legislature 
of  1912,  and  a  law  passed  permitting  cities  and  towns  to  provide  suit- 
able places  to  be  used  for  public  recreation  purposes." 

I  still  favor  some  action  under  this  law,  but  within  our  means. 
We  have  a  public  duty  to  discharge  to  look  after  the  physical  and 
moral  welfare  of  the  children  and  youth,  so  far  as  that  welfare  is 
related  to  the  public  good. 

We  have  a  good  fire  department.  It  is  well  equipped  and  can  and 
does  meet  every  requirement.  Let  us  be  content  with  it  as  it  is,  and  add 
to  its  efficiency  by  moral  support.  We  cannot  afford  to  push  the  equip- 
ment of  any  one  department  far  beyond  its  actual  needs,  and  so  fail  to 
meet  the  just  demands  of  other  departments.

Financing  the  city  requires  most  careful  thouglit.  We  have  no 
legal  or  moral  right  to  use  the  taxpayers'  money,  except  for  the  actual 
needs,  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  There  should  be  no 
ventures  made.    Sound  judgment  alone  should  control  action. 

Any  burden  laid  upon  us  by  the  government — the  cause  of  which 
was  not  due  to  ourselves,  and  affecting  the  future  as  well  as  the  pres- 
ent, should  be  shared  by  the  future.  The  war  tax,  so-called,  may  well 
be  cared  for  in  short  time  notes — making  it  easier  for  us  to  pay  it,  in 
yearly  installments. 

The  city  attorney,  at  the  request  of  the  previous  board  of  alder- 
ment  most  of  whom  are  members  of  this  board,  has  prepared  a  resolu- 
tion which  provides  that  this  war  debt  be  taken  care  of  by  the  city 
giving  short  time  notes,  extending  over  a  period  of  five  years.  This 
resolution  meets  my  approval,  and  in  my  judgment  will  be  approved  by 
the  taxpayers. 

The  school  department  can  call  for  an  appropriation  of  65  cents 
on  the  dollar  of  the  grand  list  for  school  purposes;  nearly  one-third  of 
the  total  amount  which  the  city  can  raise  by  taxation.  Last  year  it 
called  for  an  appropriation  which  amounted  to  fifty-seven  and  a  half 
cents  on  the  dollar.  Had  it  called  for  sixty-five  cents  on  the  dollar, 
there  would  have  been  available  seven  and  a  half  cents  on  the  grand 
list  of  $219,505.45,  which  would  amount  to  $16,462.90. 

The  superintendent  gives  in  his  report  the  number  of  teachers  as 
112.  This  amount  of  $16,462.90,  had  it  been  called  for  and  divided 
among  112  teachers,  each  would  have  received  last  year  an  increase 
over  his  salary  of  $146.99.  This  year,  the  superintendent,  in  his 
budget,  suggests  an  appropriation  of  $142,678.00  which  represents  65 
cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  grand  list. 

In  my  estimate  of  expenditures  for  the  year  1920  I  have  taken 
these  figures  as  standing  for  the  amount  which  the  school  department 
will  ask  this  year  for  school  purposes.  The  superintendent  reports  an 
additional  sum  of  $11,696.00  which  it  is  estimated  the  school  depart- 
ment will  receive  this  year  from  State  aid,  tuitions,  rents,  etc.,  making 
the  total  for  school  purposes  $154,374.00. 

SCHOOL  TEACHERS'  SALARIES 

The  legal  voters  at  the  annual  meeting  authorized  "the  city  council 
to  assess,  for  the  use  of  the  schools  in  said  city  in  increasing  the 
salaries  of  teachers  and  the  wages  of  employees,  a  tax  of  15  cents  on 
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the  grand  list  for  1920  in  addition  to  the  tax  provided  by  law  for  the 
use  of  schools." 

This  means  just  what  it  says,  an  increase  to  be  added  to  present 
or  last  year's  salaries  of  an  amount  equal  to  15  cents  on  the  dollar  of 
the  grand  list.  I  take  it  that  most  of  this  increase  will  be  applied  to 
the  salaries  of  teachers  as  it  should  be,  and  very  little  to  "employees," 
meaning  I  suppose,  janitors,  for  they  now  have  very  good  salaries, 
somewhat  higher  than  many  teachers. 

The  grand  list  in  1919  was  $219,505.45,  an  increase  of  about  $15,000 
over  1918.  Our  grand  list  this  year  will  probably  be  not  less  than 
$235,000.00  This  increase  of  15  cents  for  teachers'  salaries  will  yield 
$35,250.00,  which  divided  among  112  teachers  will  give  each  teacher  a 
raise,  over  and  in  addition  to  present  salary,  of  $314.73.  The  law  al- 
lows this  increase,  and  will  not  tolerate  any  reduction  in  present  sala- 
ries before  adding  this  increase  which  the  voters  authorized,  nor  will 
the  public  tolerate  any  other  use  of  this  money. 

RATE  OF  TAXATION 

Assuming  that  the  resolution  already  referred  to  is  adopted  (and 
I  cannot  think  of  any  other  disposition  of  it)  this  year's  war  tax  of 
$87,694.93  is  taken  care  of  by  the  short  time  notes  provided.  Deduct- 
ing this  amount  from  the  amount  appearing  in  my  estimate  (p.  169, 
City  Report,  1919)  $507,706.73,  as  estimated  expenditures  for  this  year, 
and  we  have  the  sum  of  $420,011.82  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  A  grand 
list  of  $235,000.00  and  a  tax  rate  of  200  cents  on  the  dollar  will  yield 
the  sum  of  $470,000.00  available  for  city  purposes.  This  it  will  be  re- 
membered, includes  the  full  amount  of  appropriation  asked  for  by  the 
school  department,  namely  sixty-five  cents,  or  $142,678.00. 

It  thus  appears  that  with  200  cents  we  can  meet  all  ordinary  ex- 
penses and  have  a  surplus  of  $49,988.18  more  than  enough  to  retire  the 
note  of  $35,000.00  falling  due  this  year  as  provided  in  that  resolution. 

It  will  be  noticed  in  my  estimate  that  I  have  added  to  the  appro- 
priation of  the  police  department  of  1919,  $7,500.00,  and  to  the  fire 
department  $6,500.00.  There  are  certain  fixed  charges  required  by  law 
to  be  provided  for,  like  those  relating  to  appropriations  for  streets, 
library,  parks.  State  school  tax.  State  highway  tax  and  county  tax.  I 
have  in  my  estimate  taken  as  a  basis  in  figuring  appropriations,  the 
grand  list  of  1919.    So  these  estimates  are  made  upon  a  safe  basis 
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and  the  expenditures  of  each  department  should  be  and  can  be — barring 
emergencies — kept  well  within  the  estimates,  and  by  good  management 
a  surplus  realized  at  the  end  of  the  year.  So  I  say  that  a  tax  rate  of 
200  cents  on  the  dollar  for  this  year  will  be  sufficient  for  ordinary  city 
purposes.  There  is,  of  course,  this  special  tax  rate  of  15  cents,  which 
according  to  law  adhered  to  by  all  former  city  councils,  is  a  special 
levy  and  must  be  so  stated  in  the  general  levy  and  in  an  addition  to 
the  200  cents  provided  by  the  charter. 

I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  be  explicit  in  this  matter  of  finance — 
for  the  information  of  this  board  and  of  taxpayers  of  the  city  whose 
servants  we  are.  Other  matters  relating  to  the  city's  interest  I  shall 
call  to  your  attention  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  require.

REPORT  OP  THE  TRUSTEES 


OF  THE 

FLETCHER  FREE  LIBRARY 

To  the  HonoraMe  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  respectfully  submit 
herewith  the  report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1920. 

In  the  year  just  passed  we  have  been  called  upon  to  record  the 
death,  on  February  13th,  1920,  of  Mr.  William  J.  Van  Patten.  Dr. 
Frederick  Tupper  has  so  finely  expressed  the  feeling  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  this  loss,  and  what  must  be  the  feeling  of  all  who  came  in 
contact  with  Mr.  Van  Patten,  that  it  is  thought  appropriate  to  insert 
in  this  report  the  resolution  drawn  by  him,  and  adopted  by  the  Board. 

"Whereas  the  passing  of  Mr.  William  J.  Van  Patten  bereaves  the 
Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  of  Burlington,  Vermont,  of  a 
President,  who,  during  eighteen  years  as  a  member  of  the  Board  and 
during  more  than  nine  as  its  head,  impressed  and  inspired  his  asso- 
ciates by  the  gracious  intimacy  of  his  presence  at  their  every  meeting, 
by  his  unselfish  and  unfailing  interest  in  all  the  little  things  of  a  book 
room's  daily  round,  and  by  his  large  sympathy  with  a  library's  high- 
est aims  and  ends,  and  who  now  bequeaths  to  his  colleagues  so  poignant 
a  memory  of  the  dignity  and  comeliness  of  his  service  that,  in  retro- 
spect, he  seems  an  embodiment  of  the  social  conscience  of  our  com- 
munity, of  that  generous  spirit  of  civic  fellowship  which  ever  feels  and 
responds  to  the  need  of  being  needed,  be  it  therefore 

Resolved  that  this  imperfect  expression  of  sorrow  be  spread  upon 
the  minutes  of  the  Library  Board  and  published  in  the  newspapers  of 
Burlington,  and  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  family  of  Mr. 
Van  Pattern." 

We  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Van  Patten  for  a  fine  photograph  of  Mr. 
Van  Patten  which  has  been  hung  in  the  main  hall  of  the  Library. 
Since  the  last  report  a  photograph  of  Mrs.  G.  G.  Benedict,  who  for 
fifteen  years  served  on  the  Library  Board,  has  been  received  by  the 
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Trustees  and  placed  in  the  Trustees'  room.  In  the  report  of  1918,  the 
then  Secretary,  Judge  Edmund  C.  Mower,  pays  a  fine  tribute  to  Mrs. 
Benedict,  to  her  work  and  her  character,  a  re-reading  of  which  brings 
to  mind  most  vividly  the  strong,  gracious  woman,  who  so  short  a  time 
since  was  in  our  midst. 

The  sum  of  $1,224.08  has  been  added  to  the  Library  endowment 
fund  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Agnes  P.  Ridley,  the  interest  of  which  will 
be  used.  By  the  terms  of  Mrs.  Ridley's  will,  the  residue  of  her  estate 
was  divided  between  the  Humane  Society  of  Burlington  and  the 
Fletcher  Free  Library.  In  this  connection,  we  quote  from  the  report 
of  another  library: 

"The  public  library  is  not  a  luxury  nor  yet  the  special  privilege  of 
a  few;  it  has  become  a  public  necessity  as  a  means  of  adult  education, 
as  a  source  of  information  for  industry,  as  a  means  of  recreation  and 
as  an  impulse  toward  better  citizenship.  Its  own  variety  of  oppor- 
tunity makes  an  appeal  of  one  kind  or  another  to  a  very  large  percent- 
age of  the  adult  individuals  of  the  communtiy.  In  addition  to  this,  it 
is  of  assistance  to  all  children  within  its  reach." 

Mrs.  Ridley's  remembrance  is  her  recognition  of  the  value  of  this 
Library  to  our  community  and  should  serve  as  a  suggestion  to  others. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  Librarian's  report  for  details  of  the  work 
of  1920.  The  heretofore  circulation  of  one  hundred  thousand  or  more 
has  been  slightly  less  this  year.  One  cannot  estimate  the  effect  on  the 
community  of  the  reading  of  so  many  good  books;  it  cannot  be  other- 
wise than  good. 

No  investment  of  the  City's  funds  is  such  a  sure  investment  for 
the  welfare  of  the  people  and  we  therefore  urge  the  City's  continued 
support  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library.  It  is  an  institution  where  great 
service  is  rendered  and  great  pleasure  made  possible.  No  part  of  the 
taxpayers'  money  is  better  spent  than  that  given  for  the  use  of  public 
libraries.  New  books  are  constantly  being  added  and  by  a  careful 
reading  of  the  lists  published  from  time  to  time  in  the  daily  press  one 
realizes  that  those  in  charge  are  trying  to  make  this  Library  one  of 
the  very  best. 

There  is  a  wonderful  spirit  of  cooperation  existing  between  the 
public  schools  and  the  Library.  To  know  that  this  is  so,  to  fully  realize 
the  use  that  is  being  made  of  it  by  the  children,  one  has  but  to  visit 
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the  Library  when  school  is  out.  The  willingness  of  the  Librarian  and 
his  staff  to  aid  in  finding  what  is  being  sought,  to  direct  the  children  to 
look  for  what  they  ought  to  want  to  find  means  the  highest  kind  of 
service.  -We  are  fortunate  in  our  Librarian,  a  man  whose  "plain  de- 
votedness  to  duty"  results  in  "work  done  squarely  and  unwasted  days," 

We  infer  that  the  City  wants  the  best  service  possible  in  this 
Library.  In  order  to  keep  the  best,  it  must  be  adequately  recognized. 
How  is  it  being  recognized?  Not  in  high  salaries.  The  fact  is,  the 
salaries  are  very  low — not  as  high  as  those  of  teachers  in  the  public 
schools — and  have  not  kept  pace  with  soaring  prices. 

We  believe  there  ought  to  be  a  change  in  this  respect.  A  teacher's 
position  is  said  to  be — by  some  dear,  dead  educator — "second  to  none"; 
we  endorse  the  assertion,  but  we  urge  that  workers  in  the  Library  be 
put  on  much  more  of  an  evener  with  teachers;  they  are  working 
along  the  same  lines  with  the  youth  of  our  city  and  their  efficient 
service  should  be  adequately  recognized.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


OF  THE 

FLETCHER  FREE  LIBRARY 

The  Librarian's  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1920,  the  forty-seventh  since  the  opening  of  the -library,  and  the  thir- 
teenth under  the  present  librarianship,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Since  the  last  annual  report,  the  library  has  suffered  the  loss  of 
a  devoted  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr,  William  J.  Van  Patten, 
whose  death  occurred  on  February  13,  1920.  An  appreciative  memorial 
tribute  is  given  in  the  Secretary's  report,  but  the  Librarian  desires 
to  add  a  personal  word  of  appreciation  prompted  by  an  acquaintance 
of  years,  during  which  time  much  of  the  work  of  the  library  was  under 
Mr.  Van  Patten's  supervision.  Mr.  Van  Patten's  attitude  towards  the 
library  and  staff  was  always  that  of  a  generous  and  helpful  friend. 
He  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  thought,  fully  convinced  of  the  inestim- 
able value  of  the  library  for  the  promotion  of  civic  welfare.  His 
desire  to  have  the  library  an  institution  gaining  each  year  in  useful- 
ness, his  interest  in  making  the  library  interior  attractive  by  the 
arrangement  of  books,  pictures  and  flowers,  contributing  most  of  the 
latter  himself,  were  an  example  and  incentive  to  the  staff  for  unre- 
mitting service.  This  first  annual  report  since  his  death  brings  a 
saddening  realization  of  the  loss  we  have  sustained.

The  rising  cost  of  books  has  made  it  necessary  to  omit  from  the 
additions  during  the  year  some  of  the  less  important  works  of  non-fiction 
and  the  high-priced  juveniles.  A  long  list  of  books  of  recognized  merit 
and  permanent  value  has,  however,  been  purchased  as  usual.  Most  of 
the  new  books  have  been  in  constant  circulation  with  a  waiting  list 
for  many  titles,  among  which  may  be  mentioned: — "White  Shadows  in 
the  South  Seas"  by  Frederick  O'Brien,  "Now  It  Can  Be  Told"  by 
Phillips  Gibbs,  "Westward  with  the  Prince  of  Wales"  by  W.  D.  New- 
ton, "The  Story  of  Opal;  the  journal  of  an  understanding  heart"  by 
Opal  Whitely,  "A  Labrador  Doctor"  by  W.  T.  Grenfell,  "Abraham 
Lincoln,"  a  play,  by  John  Drinkwater,  The  Letters  of  Henry  James, 
and  "A  Straight  Deal,  or  The  Ancient  Grudge"  by  Owen  Wister. 

Books  about  the  war,  or  the  League  of  Nations  have  ceased  to 
interest  the  general  reader.  Pleasanter  books  and  those  of  a  more 
recreative  nature  have  taken  the  place  of  those  of  world  wide  and 
more  vital  interest. 

There  is  a  steady  demand  for  practical  and  technical  books  on 
business  methods  and  the  various  trades,  automobiles,  and  applied 
electricity.  One  hundred  and  seventy  new  titles  were  purchased  for 
the  fiction  shelves.  Again,  the  most  popular  author  of  the  year  has 
probably  been  Mark  Twain,  with  O.  Henry  for  a  close  second. 
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REFERENCE  WORK 

The  use  of  the  reference  room  has  not  differed  noticeably  from 
that  of  other  years.  There  seems  to  be  a  growing  interest  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  early  history  of  Burlington.  One  student  spent 
several  days  in  looking  through  our  file  of  the  Vermont  and  Burlington 
Sentinel  from  1806  to  1816,  preparatory  to  writing  a  paper  on  the  Bur- 
lington of  that  period.  During  the  fall  term  of  the  High  School  a 
course  in  Community  Civics  was  given.  Every  scrap  of  available 
material  relative  to  the  history  of  Burlington  possessed  by  the  library 
was  placed  on  reserved  shelves  for  the  use  of  the  teachers  and  school 
children.  At  the  close  of  the  course,  Herbert  Crandall,  one  of  the 
school  boys,  presented  the  library  a  History  of  Burlington  which  he 
had  written  as  a  result  of  his  research  and  study.  It  is  a  hand-written 
copy  of  about  fifty  pages,  and  is  a  gift  that  will  be  highly  prized. 

The  more  important  additions  to  the  reference  books  this  year 
include  the  new  and  attractive  edition  of  the  Encyclopedia  Americana 
in  30  volumes;  the  1920  edition  of  Ayer's  American  Newspaper  Annual 
and  Directory;  Who's  Who  in  Music  and  Drama,  also  several  of  the 
regular  year-books  and  annuals  so  indispensable  for  up-to-date  refer- 
ence work.

The  children's  room  suffers  no  change  in  popularity  from  year  to 
year.  On  Saturday  afternoons,  and  on  other  days  during  the  noon 
hour,  and  after  school,  this  room  entertains  many  readers.  Soiled 
and  battered  copies  of  the  favorite  books  are  frequently  replaced  by  new 
ones,  but  in  spite  of  all  of  our  efforts  to  secure  more  careful  usage,  the 
new  books  are  soon  in  bad  condition. 

Children's  book  week  was  observed  again  by  another  exhibition  in 
the  Trustees'  room  of  our  most  attractive  books  considered  best  for 
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young  readers,  and  that  were  advisable  for  purchase  for  the  home 
library. 

Practically  the  same  number  of  books  were  issued  for  the  use 
of  the  schools,  and  the  teachers,  as  heretofore,  have  kindly  cooperated 
with  the  library  in  the  extension  of  its  service.  Six  lessons  on  "How 
to  use  the  library"  were  given  by  the  librarian  to  the  Teacher  Training 
Class  of  the  High  School. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  on  February  24, 
1920,  Mrs.  A.  B.  Buell  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Van  Patten.  There  have  been 
no  changes  in  the  staff  this  year.  The  librarian  feels  that  the  unfail- 
ing courtesy,  the  intelligent  service  and  the  loyalty  of  the  present 
staff  to  the  best  interests  of  the  library  are  worthy  of  much  commenda- 
tion, and  that  they  contribute  immeasurably  to  the  success  and  exten- 
sion of  its  work. 

Gifts  of  books,  pamphlets,  pictures  and  flowers  were  received  from 
many  sources..  The  generosity  and  interest  in  the  library  represented 
by  these  gifts  are  highly  appreciated  by  the  library  officials,  who  de- 
sire to  make  grateful  acknowledgment  of  all  favors  received.  The 
local  papers  have  kindly  given  space  for  library  notices  and  items  of 
interest  regarding  the  new  books. 

The  librarian  is  exceedingly  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  consideration  and  counsel  received  from  them  at 
all  times.

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TEACHERS'  SALARIES 

During  the  school  year  1918-1919  the  prevailing  salary  of  the  grade 
teacher  was  $650.00,  a  sum  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  high  cost 
of  living  and  very  much  out  of  proportion  to  wages  paid  workers  in 
other  fields.  For  the  school  year  beginning  July  1,  1919,  this  amount 
was  raised  to  $750.00,  was  raised  again  in  January,  1920,  to  $850  and 
was  supplemented  by  a  bonus  of  $145.75,  bringing  it  up  to  $995.75. 
Since  July  1,  1920,  the  prevailing  salary  for  grade  teachers  who  have 
had  at  least  five  years'  experience  is  $1,050.00.

The  voters  at  March  meeting  authorized  the  City  Council  to  assess, 
for  the  use  of  schools  in  said  City  in  increasing  the  salaries  of  teachers 
and  the  wages  of  employees,  a  tax  of  fifteen  cents  on  the  Grand  List 
for  1920  in  addition  to  the  tax- provided  by  law  for  the  use  of  schools. 
This  the  City  Council  did.  There  was,  therefore,  available  for  salaries 
and  wages  in  1920,  $34,422.75  more  than  the  amount  provided  by  law. 

The  voters  should  know  how  this  money  was  used.    In  1919,

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$83,644.60  was  spent  for  teachers'  salaries  and  in  1920,  $125,990.18  or 
an  increase  of  $42,345.58.  This  is  $7,922.83  more  than  the  increase 
voted  at  March  meeting.  In  addition  to  this,  the  wages  of  janitors 
were  increased  $1,387.34  as  shown  by  a  comparison  of  the  total  amount 
paid  janitors  and  other  employees  in  1919,  $12,253.71  and  $13,641.05  in 
1920.  Thus  it  appears  that  the  Department  spent  in  1920  for  teachers' 
salaries  exclusive  of  night  school  teachers  and  for  wages  of  janitors  and 
other  employees  $9,310.17  more  than  the  special  appropriation  of 
$34,422.75  authorized  by  the  voters. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  prevailing  salary  of  grade  teachers 
from  January  1,  1919  to  July  1,  1919  was  at  the  rate  of  $650;  from  July 
1,  1919  to  January  1,  1920  was  at  the  rate  of  $750;  from  January  1, 
1920  to  July  1,  1920  was  at  the  rate  of  $850  and  a  bonus  of  $145.75; 
from  July  1,  1920  to  January  1,  1921  was  at  the  rate  of  $1,050.00. 

The  City  Charter  should  be  amended  so  as  to  allow  not  less  than 
$.80  on  the  Grand  List  for  the  support  of  public  schools.  If  the  extra 
fifteen  cents  beyond  the  amount  now  allowed  by  law  is  not  granted 
for  1921,  there  will  have  to  be  a  cut  of  $34,422.75  in  school  expenditures,, 
assuming  the  Grand  List  for  1921  to  be  the  same  as  it  was  in  1920. 
This  would  mean  for  the  110  teachers  now  employed  a  cut  in  salary  of 
$312.91  per  teacher.  This  would  reduce  the  salary  of  grade  teachers 
who  are  receiving  $1,050.00  to  $737.09.  It  would  be  a  calamity  to  have 
this  occur.  The  larger  places  in  Vermont  are  paying  teachers  a& 
much  and  some  of  them  more  than  Burlington.  To  secure  the  best 
quality  of  teacher,  salaries  must  be  maintained,  at  least,  at  the  present 
level.  It  is  not  possible  to  cut  expenditures  for  other  items  in  the 
budget  to  any  appreciable  extent. 

The  following  table  of  salaries  of  grade  teachers  from  1900  to  1921 
is  significant  as  it  shows  at  a  glance  how  poorly  Burlington  teachers 
have  been  paid  in  the  past  and  it  also  reveals  the  fact  that  local 
teachers  have  been  long-suffering  and  patient  in  the  matter.  In  every" 
case  the  maximum  salary  is  given.

The  last  two  tables  show  where  the  increase  in  school  expenditures 
has  occurred.  A  comparison  of  the  other  items  in  the  budget  shows 
that  notwithstanding  the  higher  cost  of  all  kinds  of  supplies  and  of 
labor  such  as  plum^bing,  electrical  work  and  carpentry  (items  not  in- 
cluded under  "Wages  of  Janitors  and  other  employees"')  the  increases 
in  expenditures  are  due  mainly  to  the  items  tabulated  above. 

A  study  of  "Present  Salaries  in  Vermont"  (see  page  51)  should 
be  made  by  every  tax  payer.  Every  American  is  interested  in  main- 
taining excellent  schools.  It  appears  from  the  table  that  two  places 
in  Vermont  pay  the  high  school  principal^  more  than  Burlington,  three 
places  pay  the  vice-principal  more,  four  pay  high  school  men  more,  one 
pays  its  high  school  women  more,  and  three  pay  women  principals  of 

^  At  least  two  other  places  not  listed  in  the  table,  Fairfax  and  St. 
Johnsbury,  pay  the  high  school  principal  more  than  Burlington. 
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elementary  schools  more.  Women  teachers  in  elementary  schools  are 
paid  higher  salaries  in  five  places  and  special  teachers  are  paid  more 
in  one  place.  These  facts  make  it  difficult  to  keep  and  to  attract  well 
qualified  instructors  as  the  best  teachers  will  naturally  go  where  the 
highest  salaries  are  paid. 

TAX  RATE  FOR  SCHOOLS 
Reference  to  the  table  "Tax  Rate  for  Schools"  and  "Per  Capita 
Grand  List"  (page  53)  reveals  significant  facts.  The  School  Tax  Rate 
varies  all  the  way  from  $.75  to  $1.50  on  the  Grand  List  while  the  per 
capita  grand  list  ranges  from  $6.11  in  Barre  to  $11.35  in  Springfield. 
Burlington's  per  capita  is  $9.94.  Six  places  have  a  lower  per  capita 
grand  list  and  three  have  a  higher  one.  Burlington  raised  $.011/0  more 
for  schools  than  Rutland  which  is  at  the  foot  of  the  list  and  $.73%  less 
than  Barre  which  raised  the  highest  amount  for  schools.  Allowance 
should  be  made  for  Barre's  lower  valuation  of  real  estate.  Brattle- 
boro,  Montpelier  and  Springfield  each  with  a  higher  rate  of  valuation 
of  real  estate  raise  more  for  schools  than  Burlington.  It  has  been  said 
that  Burlington  should  have  a  lower  tax  rate  for  schools  than  other 
places  because  of  the  excessive  appraisal  of  real  estate  made  by  the 
assessors.  I  believe  the  above  discussion  tends  to  disprove  the  con- 
tention.

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Both  tenure  and  merit  are  considered  in  determining  a  teacher's 
salary.  In  making  merit  a  factor  in  fixing  salary,  indirectly  teaching 
efficiency  is  improved  as  teachers  naturally  strive  to  give  the  quality 
of  service  that  will  command  the  highest  pay.  This  is  believed  to  be  a 
step  in  the  right  direction. 

BURLINGTON  TEACHERS'  ASSOCIATION 
Last  February  the  teachers  with  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent 
and  Commissioners,  formed  a  local  Teachers'  Association.  The  first 
v/ork  of  the  Association  was  to  arrange  and  conduct  a  canvass  of  the 
voters  in  the  interest  of  higher  salaries  for  teachers.  The  voters  en- 
dorsed their  efforts  by  more  than  a  thousand  majority. 

SCHOOL  PROPERTY 
As  little  as  possible  was  spent  on  repairs  during  the  year.  New 
hatchways  were  a  necessity  at  the  Pomeroy  and  Wheeler  Schools. 
The  boys'  toilet  was  repaired  at  the  Thayer  School  and  during  the  last 
week  of  the  year  two  extra  rooms  were  provided  at  the  Ira  Allen 
School  by  eliminating  the  cloak  rooms  on  both  floors  and  placing  coat 
racks  in  the  halls.  These  rooms  are  about  fifteen  by  twenty-four  feet. 
They  serve  as  recitation  rooms  and  to  some  extent  relieve  the  un- 
fortunate situation  which  has  existed  for  some  years. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
This  school  is  very  much  over  crowded.  The  Annex  at  the  corner 
of  Main  and  South  Union  Streets  is  still  used  for  the  overflow.  About 
one  hundred  children  are  placed  there.  The  enrollment  of  the  school 
for  the  month  of  November  was  449;  in  1914,  it  was  240  for  the  whole 
year.  The  school  has  practically  doubled  in  six  years.  The  buildings 
are  entirely  inadequate  and  wholly  unsuited  to  the  needs  of  the 
School. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners 
the  following  communications  were  received. 

These  letters  from  the  local  Board  of  Health  bring  before  the 
people  of  Burlington  for  immediate  settlement  the  whole  question  as 
to  a  new  Junior  High  School  building.  The  superintendent  discussed 
the  topic  in  some  detail  in  the  last  annual  report.  Taxpayers  are 
referred  to  said  report  for  further  information  on  the  subject.  Some 
action  must  be  taken  as  the  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Health  is  mandatory. 
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December  1,  1920. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  City  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen: — The  enclosed  report,  the  result  of  inspection  of  the 
Junior  High  School  building  and  the  building  known  as  the  Junior 
High  School  Annex,  shows  many  conditions  which  do  not  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  the  Vermont  State  Board  of  Health  relating  to 
school  buildings. 

Knowing,  as  we  do,  that  such  conditions  exist  in  Burlington  in 
two  of  our  school  buildings,  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  condemn  these  two 
buildings  and  allow  no  classes  to  be  held  in  either  building  after  June 
30,  1921.

OTHEE  EXISTING   CONDITIONS   AT  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Only  one  main  stairway  leading  from  the  second  floor.  School- 
house  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  require  at  least  two 
stairways*. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  proper  storage  room  in  the  basement, 
it  is  necessary  for  the  janitor  to  keep  inflammable  oils,  waste  paper, 
etc.,  in  the  boiler  room,  which  is  so  small  that  every  inch  of  room  is 
utilizedf. 

The  roof  of  the  building  is  at  present  badly  in  need  of  repair, 
it  being  necessary  during  rainy  weather  to  place  receptacles  upon  the 
floor  in  the  upper  hallway  to  catch  the  water  as  it  leaks  through 
the  rooft. 

*A  fire  escape  at  the  north  end  of  the  building  is  in  fact  a  second 
stairway,  which  is  more  spacious  and  safer  as  an  exit  than  the  regular 
exit. 

tWaste  paper  is  baled  and  in  said  room,  but  is  stored  in  boys'  toilet. 
tThe  roof  is  now  in  good  repair. 
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In  the  boys'  toilet  room  there  are  six  urinals  which  are  not  prop- 
erly ventilated  and  which  are  the  source  of  considerable  odor.  There 
are  also  six  toilets  which  consist  of  hopper  bowls  set  on  a  six-inch 
cast  iron  pipe,  which  are  flushed  once  in  every  half  hour  from  a 
main  tank.  It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  should  a  pupil  use  one  of 
these  toilets  just  after  it  had  been  flushed  from  the  main  tank,  that 
the  fecal  matter  would  have  to  remain  in  the  toilet  until  it  was  flushed 
again  thirty  minutes  later.  Because  of  this  arrangement  it  frequently 
happens  that  a  pupil  must  use  a  toilet  which  has  been  used  by  another 
pupil  without  its  having  been  flushed. 

The  boys'  toilet  room  is  without  a  drinking  fountain,  it  being 
necessary  to  use  a  common  drinking  cup§. 

Waste  paper  is  baled  and  stored  underneath  the  stairway  leading 
from  the  boys'  toilet  room,  and  would  be  very  dangerous  in  the  event 
of  fire. 

The  toilets  in  the  girls'  toilet  room  are  constructed  in  the  same 
manner  as  those  in  the  boys'  basement. 

This  building  is  without  any  system  of  ventilation,  it  being  neces- 
sary to  open  the  windows  when  fresh  air  is  needed  which,  of  course, 
gives  rise  to  drafts  and  is  a  source  of  danger  to  the  pupils.

OTHER  EXISTING  CONDITIONS  AT  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  ANNEX 

No  system  of  ventilation. 

Building  not  provided  v/ith  drinking  fountains*. 

Toilet  rooms,  so  located  as  to  necessitate  the  pupils  going  out- 
doors whenever  they  have  occasion  to  use  the  toilet.  Although  this 
same  arrangement  exists  in  most  of  our  country  schoolhouses  through- 
out the  State,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  quite  the  proper  arrangement 
for  a  city  the  size  of  Burlington. 

The  urinal  in  the  boys'  toilet  room  is  nothing  more  than  a  trough, 
which  is  rusty  and  the  source  of  much  odor.  This  urinal  is  somewhat 
like  the  type  seen  in  some  of  our  public  pool  rooms. 

The  toilets  in  both  toilet  rooms  are  not  separated  from  each  other 
by  partitions,  there  being  less  privacy  than  in  our  public  toilets. 

^Individual  paper  cups  are  furnished  the  pupils. 
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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

This  department  is  very  important.  Nothing  except  character 
building  is  of  more  value  or  is  more  fundamental  than  the  health  of 
the  children.  A  strong,  carefully  planned  course  of  instruction  is 
being  followed.  Every  child  in  the  public  schools  from  the  kinder- 
garten through  the  sixth  grade  is  given  physical  training  twice  daily, 
in  the  Junior  High  School  once  daily  and  twice  weekly  in  the  Senior 
High  School.  Much  improvement  in  the  general  physical  tone,  pos- 
ture and  health  of  the  pupils  is  noticed.  The  excellent  appearance  of 
the  pupils  on  Armistice  Day  was  the  direct  result  of  this  work. 

Lack  of  facilities  for  gymnasium  work  in  the  junior  and  senior 
schools  is  a  very  serious  matter.  The  High  School  Auditorium  is  used 
as  a  quasi  gymnasium.  This  necessitates  moving  the  chairs  in  the 
auditorium  back  and  forth  several  times  daily.  This  is  costly,  as  extra 
help  is  required  and  the  wear  and  tear  on  the  chairs  is  also  very  ex- 
pensive. 

Other  serious  factors  are  the  noise  which  interferes  seriously 
with  recitations  in  the  several  rooms  located  near  the  auditorium,  and 
the  lack  of  proper  bathing  and  dressing  rooms.  Most  cities  of  the 
size  and  type  of  Burlington  have  these  facilities. 

The  question  of  recreation  is  closely  related  to  physical  training 
and  also  to  the  moral  welfare  of  the  young  people.  Fortunately  the 
School  Department  owns  a  sizable  piece  of  land  southeast  of  the 
High  School,  in  the  center  of  the  square  bounded  by  Main,  S.  Union, 
Maple  and  S.  Willard  Streets.  This  has  been  surveyed.  By  purchasing 
three  small  parcels  of  land  at  the  rear  of  the  three  lots  south  of  the 
High  School  on  S.  Union  Street,  a  recreation  field  large  enough  for 
an  infield  baseball  diamond,  a  football  field,  a  running  track,  tennis 
courts,  outdoor  basketball  courts  and  a  skating  rink  in  the  winter 
could  be  provided.  It  was  estimated  about  eight  years  ago  that  $3,000 
would  be  sufficient  to  remove  the  buildings  south  of  the  Edmunds 
residence,  take  down  the  trees,  drain  and  grade  the  land.  It  is  assumed 
that  $5,000  would  be  sufficient  now.  It  is  believed  that  nothing  could 
be  done  that  would  improve  the  rural  tone  of  the  pupils  more  than  this. 
Young  people  are  full  of  life  and  energy  and  must  be  kept  busy. 
WTiolesome  sport  daily  in  the  open  air,  always  a  suggestion  to  the 
pupils  because  of  the  close  proximity  of  the  field  to  the  school,  would

be  the  rule  with  the  young  people.  It  is  hoped  that  a  special  appro- 
priation will  be  made  so  this  very  desirable  project  may  be  carried  out. 

SOCIAL  DIRECTOR  FOR  NON-RESIDENT  PUPILS 

A  year  ago  last  October,  Dr.  John  M.  Thomas,  President  of  Mid- 
dlebury  College,  in  an  address  before  the  State  Teachers,  suggested 
that  towns  where  non-resident  pupils  attend  the  high  school,  should 
employ  a  social  director  to  look  after  their  social  and  moral  welfare. 
The  Commissioner  of  Education  later  suggested  that  the  State  Board 
of  Education  would  pay  the  salary  of  said  social  director  for  one 
year  in  one  town  in  the  State.  The  writer  immediately  made  arrange- 
ments to  have  the  experiment  tried  in  Burlington.  Mrs.  Jennie  E. 
Allen,  of  Westford,  was  secured.  Her  report,  which  is  printed  in  the 
appendix  of  the  school  report,  shows  that  much  excellent  work  has 
been  done. 

COMMUNITY  CENTER 

The  High  School  has  been  a  real  community  center  during  the 
past  year.  The  auditorium  has  been  in  use  four  and  five  evenings  a 
week.  While  there  has  been  some  criticism,  the  public  in  general 
seem  to  approve.  The  property  belongs  to  the  taxpayers.  To  use  the 
building  five  hours  a  day  for  thirty-eight  weeks  in  the  year  only  is^ 
poor  business.  The  community  should  derive  interest  in  terms  of  use 
of  the  building  as  constantly  as  possible. 

Two  nights  a  week  the  community  dance  committee  conduct  a 
community  dance.  Two  nights  a  week  a  part  of  the  year  the  physical 
betterment  class  has  used  the  auditorium.  It  has  also  been  used  for 
high  school  evening  functions  and  frequently  for  public  entertain- 
ments and  social  and  civic  gatherings. 

EVENING  SCHOOL 

The  enrollment  in  the  evening  school  has  increased  from  eleven 
in  1913  to  well  over  three  hundred  in  1920.  People  of  all  ages  flock 
to  the  classes.    Pupils  of  the  day  schools  are  excluded. 

The  curriculum  includes  English  for  foreigners,  advanced  English, 
home  economics,  millinery,  arithmetic,  drafting,  telegraphy,  penman- 
ship, shorthand,  stenotypy,  typewriting,  bookkeeping  and  salesman- 
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ship.  It  is  subject  to  modification  at  any  time.  The  function  of  fhe 
evening  school  is  to  give  the  people  what  they  need  and  their  needs 
vary  from  year  to  year  with  each  new  group  of  pupils. 

The  report  of  the  principal,  Mr.  Adrian  E.  Holmes,  will  be  found 
in  the  appendix  of  the  school  report. 


FRENCH  MEMORIAL  FUND 

The  pupils  of  the  public  schools  had  the  privilege  during  the  year 
of  contributing  to  the  French  Memorial  Fund  which  is  being  gathered 
by  the  school  children  from  every  state.  The  Memorial,  I  understand, 
is  to  be  placed  on  the  field  of  the  Marne  in  commemoration  of  the 
victory  over  the  Germans.  It  is  to  be  a  gift  from  the  children  of 
America  to  the  children  of  France.  Thus  the  bond  of  Franco-American 
friendship  should  be  greatly  strengthened.

POMEROY  MOTHERS'  CLUB 

Before  the  war  most  of  the  schools  had  more  or  less  thriving 
Parent-Teacher  Associations.  The  press  of  war  work  crowded  them 
out  and  they  have  not  been  revived.  There  is  one  exception.  In  the 
Pomeroy  district  a  very  active  and  helpful  Mothers'  Club  has  been 
maintained.    The  support  given  to  the  school  is  most  salutary. 

Welfare  work  among  the  needy  people  of  the  district,  child  feed- 
ing for  children  suffering  from  malnutrition,  school  fairs  to  raise

money,  financing  a  summer  playground,  equipping  the  building  with  an 
up-to-date  kitchen  gas  range  are  some  of  the  forms  their  activity  has 
taken.    Such  an  association  should  exist  in  every  school  district. 

VACATION  SCHOOL 

Burlington  has  been  in  need  of  a  vacation  school  for  some  years, 
but  lack  of  funds  has  prevented.  Last  summer  the  University  of 
Vermont  Summer  School  conducted  a  four  weeks'  vacation  model 
school  at  the  Pomeroy  Building  for  the  summer  school  students.  The 
children  were  from  the  city  schools.  It  was  well  attended  and  was 
counted  a  success.  However,  only  four  grades  were  maintained.  It 
is  hoped  that  next  summer  the  city  school  department  may  take  over 
three  grades  and  the  University  four  and  thus  have  a  school  compris- 
ing six  grades  and  a  kindergarten. 

Many  children  who  were  behind  because  of  absence  due  to  illness 
or  other  cause  or  who  have  been  unable  to  keep  up  with  their  classes, 
or  who  being  over  age  should  skip  a  grade,  can  be  saved  a  year  by 
attending  such  a  school. 

GENERAL 

In  the  appendix  to  the  school  report  will  appear  the  reports  of 
the  principal  of  the  High  School,  the  music  and  drawing  supervisors, 
the  principal  of  the  night  school,  the  medical  inspector,  the  truant 
officer,  the  school  nurse,  the  social  director  of  non-resident  pupils  and 
statistical  studies  and  graduating  programs. 

The  yeac  has  been  a  pleasant  one  owing  to  the  harmony  which  has 
prevailed  and  to  the  unfailing  courtesy  of  those  connected  with  the 
department.

REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  respectfully  submits  herewith 
the  annual  report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Park  Department  for  the 
year  of  1920. 

During  the  past  year  two  very  valuable  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  property  under  the  control  of  the  Park  Department.  The  first 
of  these  was  the  generous  gift  of  Mayor  and  Mrs.  J.  Holmes  Jackson. 
This  property  includes  all  of  the  land  west  of  the  west  line  of  Church 
Street  extended  through  the  Smalley  property  and  will  be  a  most 
valuable  playground  located  very  near  to  the  center  of  the  city.  The 
second  was  acquired  by  purchase  for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
of  38  lots  known  locally  as  "Shaw's  Lot."  It  is  a  large  piece  of  ground 
and  it  will  be  possible  to  develop  public  baseball  grounds  and  football 
grounds  and  still  leave  ample  space  for  the  erection  of  apparatus  for 
small  children.  These  two  pieces  of  property  make  it  possible  to 
develop  in  our  park  system  two  large  playgrounds  located  in  parts  of 
the  city  in  which  there  are  many  children. 

The  Park  Department  employed  a  few  supervisors  last  year  on  the 
playgrounds.  The  number  of  children  using  the  playgrounds  was 
greatly  increased  on  this  account  as  parents  were  more  willing  to  have 
their  children  go  many  blocks  from  home  when  they  knew  that  the 
playground  was  supervised.  The  supervision  in  each  case  was  not 
aggressive  to  the  point  that  it  tended  to  destroy  the  fun  of  the  chil- 
dren and  it  is  the  belief  of  the  commissioners  that  this  work  should 
be  continued  again  this  year. 

The  crowds  that  went  to  the  Beach  and  used  the  Bath  House  was 
an  ever-increasing  source  of  pleasure.  The  net  profits  were  about  five 
times  as  great  as  they  were  the  previous  year  and  the  demand  for 
better  transportation  facilities  and  better  roadways  were  very  insistent 
on  the  part  of  the  public.  Considerable  work  has  been  done  during  the 
past  fall  and  winter  in  cutting  out  the  dead  trees  in  the  woods.  The 
wood  thus  obtained  has  for  the  most  part  been  sold  and  the  proceeds 
placed  to  the  credit  of  hte  Park  Department. 

At  Battery  Park  a  marked  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
road  entering  from  North  Avenue.  As  it  now  runs  one  entering  from 
the  north  turns  toward  the  lake  in  a  long  easy  curve  and  gradually 
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enters  the  old  road  running  parallel  to  the  lake.  This  drive  adds 
greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the  park.  This  change  in  the  roadway  left 
some  ground  on  the  north,  which  has  been  added  to  the  small  play- 
ground which  has  been  maintained  at  this  park  for  some  time.  This 
addition  was  greatly  needed. 

City  Hall  Park  and  Ethan  Allen  Park  have  been  maintained  in 
their  usual  first  condition.  The  number  of  persons  using  the  latter 
is  much  greater  than  the  average  person  would  believe.  During  the 
past  year  the  revenue  derived  from  the  sale  of  gravel  has  been  much 
greater  than  the  entire  cost  of  maintenance. 

The  work  of  the  department  on  the  street  trees  has  been  entirely 
devoted  to  the  removal  of  dead  trees  and  some  necessary  trimming. 
The  companies  using  our  streets  for  pole  lines  with  their  wires  have 
for  the  most  part  cooperated  with  the  commissioners  and  there  have 
been  no  cases  of  a  serious  misunderstanding. 

A  considerable  amount  of  money  could  be  spent  at  the  playground 
to  be  developed  at  Shaw's  Lot,  but  your  commissioners  believe  that 
under  the  present  conditions  of  the  city  treasury  it  would  be  wise  not 
to  try  to  do  too  much  until  the  land  has  been  paid  for,  which  will  be 
in  two  years.  Some  apparatus  can  be  installed  and  the  land  will  be 
kept  clean  and  open  for  the  public  use.

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  have  been  in  close  touch  with  the 
work  throughout  the  year.  Meetings  have  been  frequently  held  and 
the  properties  have  been  very  carefully  studied  throughout  the  season. 

The  residence  for  the  Superintendent  at  Lake  View  was  greatly  in 
need  of  repair.  The  heating  system  was  found  to  be  very  inadequate 
and  the  condition  of  the  house  unsatisfactory.  During  the  interim  of 
occupancy  of  the  former  and  the  present  superintendents,  the  house 
was  thoroughly  renovated.  Many  of  the  rooms  had  to  be  re-painted 
and  re-papered,  a  new  heating  system  was  installed,  and  the  floors  and 
walls  were  put  in  good  shape. 

Rather  extensive  repairs  to  the  greenhouse  were  also  imperative. 
New  lights  of  glass  were  laid  and  sash  bars  straightened  and  strength- 
ened and  the  wall  re-masoned.  The  house  is  now  in  good  shape  and  is 
filled  to  capacity. 

An  underground  drainage  system,  with  catch  basins  was  greatly 
needed  and  therefore  was  installed  in  the  north  central  corner  of 
Lake  View  Cemetery.  The  roads  and  walks  washed  badly  during  the 
heavy  storm  and  something  had  to  be  done. 

Despite  the  fact  that  considerable  new  land  on  the  western  border 
of  Lake  View  Cemetery  has  been  graded  and  laid  out  for  lots,  furnish- 
ing very  desirable  burying  areas  for  different  parties,  there  is  still  a 
very  great  scarcity  of  suitable  land  for  cemetery  purposes.  The 
number  of  lots  now  available  is  very  limited.  Many  lots  have  been 
sold  and  the  cemetery  has  been  filling  up  rapidly  in  recent  years. 
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The  need  for  more  land  adjoining  Lake  View  Cemetery  is  very- 
urgent.  Some  very  desirable  land  on  the  northern  border  is  available, 
but  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  are  unable  to  make  the  purchase 
because  of  lack  of  funds.  The  Commissioners,  therefore,  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  urge  upon  the  city  authorities  the  desirability  of 
making  provision  for  the  purchasing  of  more  land.  If  the  city  authori- 
ties can  make  the  purchase  for  the  Commissioners,  and  will  turn  the 
land  over  to  them,  it  is  very  certain  that  many  sales  can  be  made  in 
the  near  future,  and  the  money  thus  received  can  be  used  to  pay  back 
to  the  city  such  money  as  was  used  in  the  original  purchase.  The 
Commissioners  wish  to  urge  early  and  serious  consideration  of  this 
matter. 

Many  people  are  providing  for  perpetual  care  of  their  lots.  Ar- 
rangements can  be  made  by  paying  over  to  the  Cemetery  Commissioners 
a  sum  of  money — ranging  from  $75.00  upward  according  to  size  of  lot — 
sufficient,  when  put  at  interest  to  yield  funds  for  the  regular  annual 
care  of  lots.  Bonds  for  perpetual  care  are  furnished  upon  receipt  of 
the  right  amount  of  money  for  the  purpose  named.  The  Commission- 
ers would  urge  this  plan  upon  prospective  purchasers  of  lots,  as  it  is 
a  very  simple  and  expedient  method  of  providing  for  perpetual  care, 
and  one  may  thus  be  spared  any  further  bother  or  expense  for  main- 
tenance work. 

During  the  recent  years  of  high  prices,  it  has  been  difficult  to 
secure  funds  to  adequately  care  for  the  three  cemeteries.  But  through 
careful  consideration  of  every  item  of  expense  and  every  source  of 
income,  the  Commissioners  and  their  very  efficient  Superintendent, 
have  been  able  to  harmonize  incomes  and  out-goes. 

The  several  items  of  expense  and  sources  of  income  for  the  three 
cemeteries.  Green  Mount,  Elmwood,  and  Lake  View,  are  submitted  in 
the  subjoined  tables.

MEDICAL  CHARITIES 

To  the  Board  of  Charities:

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Dr.  E.  T.  Brown,  Professor  of  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  at  the  University  of  Vermont  College  of  Medicine,  has  charge 
of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  clinic  which  is  held  at  the  Mary 
Fletcher  Hospital. 

Dr.  C.  K.  Johnson  has  charge  of  the  Department  of  Diseases  of 
Children  and  has  two  days  a  week  at  the  Dispensary,  referring  such 
cases  as  need  hospital  care  to  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Townsend  is  at  the  head  of  the  Genito-Urinary  Depart- 
ment, and  Dr.  H.  L.  Pache  is  in  charge  of  the  Venereal  Department. 
Cases  which  need  surgical  treatment  from  either  of  these  departments 
are  referred  to  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital. 

Dr.  Harold  Taylor,  who  is  Assistant  Clinician  at  the  Mary  Fletcher 
Hospital,  is  assisting  in  the  work  at  the  Dispensary. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  work  at  the  Dispensary  has 
gone  on  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year,  the  University  making  it 
possible  for  the  poor  people  of  the  City  to  have  the  services  of  specialists 
from  the  College  of  Medicine.

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  City  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Health  herewith  present  their  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1920. 

The  organization  consists  of  Dr.  B.  J.  A.  Bombard,  president; 
Joseph  Frank,  vice-president;  and  Dr.  B.  H.  Stone. 

During  the  year  the  Board  of  Health,  upon  complaint,  caused  to 
be  inspected  the  Junior  High  School  and  the  Junior  High  School  Annex 
and  after  considering  the  report  of  the  Health  Officer  who  made  the 
inspection,  we  in  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Vermont 
State  Board  of  Health,  ordered  the  building  condemned  but  did  not  in 
any  way  suggest  that  a  new  building  would  be  necessary  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  regarding  school 
houses. 

During  the  coming  year  the  Board  of  Health  contemplates  employ- 
ing a  public  health  nurse;  in  order  to  do  this  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  City  Council  to  increase  the  appropriation  of  our  department. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  overdrawn  its  appropriation  for  the  year 
1920;  this,  however,  was  unavoidable  since  during  the  year  we  ex- 
perienced an  outbreak  of  smallpox  which  involved  the  spending  of 
considerable  money  to  prevent  its  spread.  The  typhoid  outbreak  at 
the  Hotel  Vermont  also  involved  much  extra  work  and  the  expending 
of  some  of  our  appropriation  for  vaccine.

REPORT  OF  THE 


HEALTH  OFFICER 

To  the  Honorable  Commissioners  of  Health: 

I  submit  the  following  detailed  report  of  the  Health  Officer  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1920. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

During  the  year  1920  there  were  687  birth  certificates  filed  with 
the  City  Clerk,  which  was  86  more  than  the  number  for  1919.  There 
were  441  death  certificates  recorded  and  358  marriage  certificates  were 
returned  for  tabulation. 

POPULATION 

The  population  of  the  City  of  Burlington  is  22,779  according  to  the 
census  of  1920. 

BIRTHS 

There  were  687  births  in  Burlington  during  the  year,  which  was 
86  more  than  the  number  for  1919,  and  gives  a  birth  rate  of  31.08. 
According  to  the  birth  certificates  filed,  117  of  the  babies  were  born  to 
non-resident  mothers  in  our  institutions,  which  reduces  our  resident 
births  to  570  and  our  resident  birth  rate  to  25.7. 

There  were  363  males  and  324  females  born.  The  youngest  mother 
was  13  and  the  oldest  45  years  of  age.  The  births  exceeded  the  deaths 
by  246. 

The  accompanying  tables  show  the  births  according  to  months 
and  wards  and  the  ages  and  nativity  of  the  mothers.  There  is  also  a 
table  showing  the  births  in  the  institutions  according  to  the  months.

You  will  notice  that,  according  to  this  table,  there  were  during 
the  year  49  babies  born  to  mothers  at  the  Home  for  Friendless  Women 
who  claimed  Burlington  as  their  legal  residence.  According  to  the 
records  at  the  Home  for  Friendless  Women  there  were  only  five  legal 
residents  of  Burlington  confined  there.  This  reduces  our  resident  births 
to  522  and  our  resident  birth  rate  to  23.8. 

STILL  BIRTHS 

There  were  twenty-one  still  births  reported  during  the  year;  this 
increase  over  last  year  may  be  due  to  the  physicians  being  more  care- 
ful to  record  all  still  births.

DEATHS 

There  were  441  deaths  in  Burlington  during  the  year  1920,  of 
which  91  were  those  of  non-residents  occurring  in  our  institutions. 
The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  19.9,  while  the  rate  for  1919  was  18.9. 

Burlington's  death  rate,  excluding  the  non-resident  deaths,  for  the 
year  was  15.8.

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

Burlington  was  fortunate  in  that  it  was  without  an  epidemic  dur- 
ing the  year  1920.  The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  reported 
slightly  exceeded  the  number  for  1919. 

During  the  year  there  were  eighteen  cases  of  typhoid  fever  re- 
ported; the  cases  occurring  within  the  city  were  traceable  to  either  a 
source  outside  of  Burlington  or  to  a  "Carrier."

PLUMBING 

There  were  57  permits  issued  since  April  1,  1920,  to  install  plumb- 
ing. There  were  62  inspections  made  of  this  work  installed.  There 
were  14  notices  issued  to  property  owners,  ordering  the  repair  of 
defective  plumbing. 

There  was  one  prosecution  in  City  Court  for  the  violation  of  the 
Plumbing  Ordinance. 

COMPLAINTS  TO  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

During  the  year  there  were  641  complaints  made  to  the  Health 
Officer  which  required  personal  attention.  Most  of  these  were  com- 
plaints in  regard  to  public  nuisances  which  were  ordered  abated. 

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS 

During  the  year  the  hotels,  barber-shops,  restaurants,  meat  markets, 
stores  and  manufacturing  establishments  were  frequently  visited.  As 
the  result  of  one  of  these  inspections  the  plumbing  in  one  of  our  mills 
was  ordered  replaced  by  sanitary  fixtures. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

Garbage. — It  seems  to  be  impossible  to  procure  any  reliable  party 
to  contract  for  tlie  collection  of  garbage  in  the  city.  It  is  the  desire 
of  the  Board  of  Health  to  give  the  public  better  service  than  it  is  at 
present,  but  this  is  not  possible  until  some  system  of  municipal  collec- 
tion can  be  put  in  operation.

REPORT  OF  THE 


POLICEWOMAN 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington: 

Gextlemex: — I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1920: 
Through  the  generosity  of  the  Woman's  Protective  League  I  was 
able  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  International  Association  of  Police- 
women, held  in  Boston,  Mass.,  on  Jan.  27,  1920.  This  was  most  inter- 
esting and  instructive,  since  the  work  discussed  was  similar  to  the 
work  done  in  Burlington.  I  heard  Mrs.  Mina  C.  Van  Winkle,  Director 
of  the  Woman's  Bureau,  Metropolitan  Police  Department,  Washington, 
D.  C,  and  President  of  the  International  Association  of  Policewomen 
in  America,  give  an  outline  of  the  work  done  by  the  policewomen  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  I  also  saw  the  Pathological  Film  used  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Board  of  Health  in  its  fight  against  venereal  disease, 
which  was  shown  the  policewomen  and  protective  workers. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  a  large  and  enthusiastic  public  gather- 
ing was  held.  Mrs.  Calvin  Coolidge  headed  the  list  of  the  committee 
in  charge. 

There  has  been  no  lessening  of  the  need  of  the  work  done  in  this 
department.  Each  day  brings  its  problems,  and  while  the  work  has 
been  similar  to  that  done  in  1919,  in  many  ways  it  has  been  more 
strenuous. 

Many  investigations  and  much  personal  work,  such  as  visiting 
the  homes  and  entertaining  the  girls  in  my  apartment  have  kept  me  in 
touch  with  many  situations  that  I  otherwise  could  not  reach.  This 
is  protective  and  preventive  work  and  is  invaluable,  as  there  is  more 
satisfaction  in  preventing  than  prosecuting  crime.  Having  a  room  to 
lodge  girls  is  of  great  help  in  this  protective  work.  Most  of  the  time 
this  room  is  occupied  by  one  or  more  girls,  who  for  various  reasons 
need  protection.  Two  young  girls  who  came  to  this  city  with  middle- 
aged  men,  intending  to  marry  the  men,  were  apprehended  and  lodged 
in  this  room.  Given  a  chance  to  think  the  matter  over  they  realized  their 
folly  and  when  their  parents  arrived  they  were  very  willing  to  return 
to  their  homes.  One  of  the  girls,  whose  home  is  in  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, has  written  me  a  number  of  letters  thanking  me  over  and 
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over  for  protecting  her  at  this  time,  as  it  has  been  proven  that  the 
man  she  came  with  had  two  wives.  Another  girl  who  came  from  a 
country  town  to  look  for  work  was  unable  to  find  it  and  wandered 
about  the  city  until  1  A.  M.,  when  she  was  brought  to  me.  She  was 
respectable  and  I  was  able  to  place  her.  A  little  protection  saved  her. 
The  country  girl  coming  to  Burlington  is  a  serious  problem  and  should 
be  treated  as  such.  The  saving  of  these  girls  is  surely  a  worth  while 
work. 

We  have  sent  the  usual  number  of  girls  and  women  to  the  dif- 
ferent State  Institutions.  The  greatest  number  have  been  committed 
to  the  Industrial  School  at  Vergennes  and  the  House  of  Correction  at 
Windsor.  I  have  been  able  to  get  places  for  a  few  girls  at  the  State 
School  for  Feeble-Minded  at  Brandon.  On  account  of  the  overcrowded 
conditions  we  are  not  able  to  place  many  in  this  school.  We  hope 
when  the  buildings,  now  under  construction  are  completed,  we  can 
send  many  more.  The  mentally  deficient  girl  needs  this  protection. 
One  girl  has  been  placed  in  the  Austine  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and 
Blind  at  Brattleboro.  One  woman  was  taken  to  Waterbury  and  one 
to  the  Pembroke  Sanatorium  at  Pembroke,  N.  H. 

Many  offenders  have  been  placed  on  probation  and  given  another 
chance  to  make  good.  Vermont  was  one  of  the  first  states  to  use  the 
Probation  system.  It  is  only  fair  that  a  first  offender  have  this  chance 
to  reform.  It  is  often  necessary  to  spend  much  time  with  these  pro- 
bationers, but  it  is  an  interesting  fact  that  the  majority  of  them  do 
well  and  are  not  required  to  serve  their  sentences.  From  the  Governor's 
office  I  have  had  requests  to  look  after  cases  on  parole.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  re-commit  two  of  these.  Since  I  have  been  in  the  work  I 
have  observed  that  while  probationers  seldom  serve  their  sentences, 
those  on  parole  are  often  re-committed. 

The  public  dances  have  been  held  as  frequently  as  in  the  past, 
about  every  other  night  during  the  winter  months,  and  have  received 
their  share  of  attention. 

In  February  I  made  an  appeal  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Alder- 
men asking  them  to  change  the  name  of  Police  Matron  to  Policewoman. 
This  was  favorably  acted  on.  By  using  the  name  Policewoman  this 
department  is  recognized  nationally  and  Vermont  is  placed  on  the 
list  as  one  of  the  first  States  having  a  policewoman.

REPORT  OF  THE 


CITY  ATTORNEY 

To  the  Honoradle  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  as  City- 
Attorney  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1920: 

The  case  of  Arthur  Isham  et  al.  vs.  City  of  Burlington  regarding 
the  extension  of  Isham  Street  has  been  replaced  on  the  docket  of  the 
County  Court  and  will  be  tried  before  the  commissioners  appointed  by 
the  Court  as  soon  as  a  convenient  date  for  hearing  can  be  arranged. 

The  case  of  the  University  Grocery  Company  against  former  Mayor 
A.  S.  Drew  has  been  discontinued. 

In  the  case  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  vs.  the  City  of  Burlington, 
an  appeal  from  the  resurvey  of  the  highway  leading  along  the  lake 
shore  north  from  Park  Avenue  to  the  Proctor  farm,  the  claim  is  made 
that  the  company  waived  all  defects  in  the  notice  of  hearing  before  the 
Street  Commissioners  by  examining  witnesses  under  oath  and  present- 
ing evidence  and  hearing  will  be  had  before  long  on  this  question.  In 
case  decision  of  this  point  is  in  favor  of  the  City,  commissioners  will 
be  appointed  and  the  case  will  be  heard  in  full.  Otherwise,  proceed- 
ings in  the  matter  must  be  begun  again. 

The  disputed  taxes  against  the  Central  Vermont  Railway  Company 
and  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company  for  the  years  1911  to  1919,  inclu- 
sive, have  been  settled  by  a  compromise  by  which  nearly  fourteen 
thousand  dollars  ($14,000)  was  paid  to  the  City  and  the  taxes  against 
both  of  these  companies  for  1920  were  assessed  upon  an  amended  list 
and  paid  without  dispute  and  final  settlement  of  the  matter  must  wait 
until  the  next  Quadrennial  Appraisal. 

Negotiations  for  the  settlement  of  the  dispute  between  the  Postal 
Telegraph  Company  and  the  City  in  regard  to  charges  against  the  City 
for  the  use  of  the  poles  of  the  company  are  still  pending  with  a  view 
to  a  final  settlement  in  regard  to  past  and  future  charges. 

In  regard  to  an  underpass  on  the  Rutland  Railroad  to  North  Beach, 
I  find  upon  investigation  that  the  Railroad  Company  cannot  be  com- 
pelled to  contribute  anything  towards  the  expense  of  such  an  under- 
pass because  there  is  no  public  highway  at  the  point  where  the  under- 
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pass  is  required  and  the  City  must  bear  the  entire  expense  of  such 
underpass  in  case  it  is  constructed.  I  am,  therefore,  unable  to  carry 
out  the  orders  of  the  City  Council  to  bring  a  petition  to  the  Public 
Service  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  compelling  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  share  the  expense  of  such  an  underpass  and  the  officials  of  the 
company  were  mistaken  in  suggesting  such  procedure. 

The  two  suits  of  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company  against  the  City 
in  Chittenden  County  Court  brought  to  recover  back  the  taxes  paid 
under  protest  by  the  company  for  the  years  1911  and  1912  are  settled 
and  discontinued  in  connection  with  the  settlement  of  the  disputed 
taxes  as  above  set  forth. 

I  have  taken  up  with  the  State  Tax  Commissioner  the  matter  of 
refunding  to  the  City  the  amount  paid  on  State  taxes  on  items  illegally 
included  in  the  Grand  List  and  expect  to  obtain  before  long  the  amount 
due  the  City  on  such  items  under  the  provisions  of  Section  824  of  the 
General  Laws. 

I  have  nothing  further  to  report  aside  from  the  routine  duties  of 
my  office.

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — The  Commissioners  of  the  Electric  Light  Depart- 
ment respectfully  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1920. 

The  department  shows  a  good  and  healthy  growth. 

The  loan  account  has  been  reduced  from  $93,747.39  to  $5,434.28 
and  the  Plant  after  depreciation  stands  for  less  than  $200,000.00  The 
transfer  made  by  the  Board  of  Finance  from  the  City  Treasurer, 
Current  Account,  of  $92,023.61  to  reduce  the  loan  made  to  the  depart- 
ment by  the  City,  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  commissioners  as  this 
will  materially  reduce  the  department's  interest  charges  in  the  future. 

We  have  completed  the  first  full  year  of  our  contract  with  the 
Public  Electric  Light  Company.  The  service  they  have  rendered  has 
been  very  satisfactory  and  the  lower  price  for  current  has  reduced 
our  operating  expenses  considerably. 

We  wish  to  state  that  much  credit  is  due  our  Superintendent, 
Mr.  M.  G.  Clark,  who  by  his  efforts,  has  settled  many  controversies  and 
whose  active  interest  in  the  business  has  created  much  of  the  depart- 
ment's success. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  your  Honorable  Body,  and  other  city 
officials  for  the  courtesies  extended  us  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE 

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

Year  Ended  December  31,  1920 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Electric  Light  Commissioners  of  the  City 
of  Burlington,  Vermont: 

Gentlemen: — ^^In  the  financial  statement  that  follows,  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  item  of  "Cash  Advanced"  which  appears  under  the  head 
of  "City  Treasurer's  Plant  Account"  in  our  1919  report  as  $93,747.39 
has  been  reduced  this  year  to  $5,434.28.  This  is  the  result  of  apply- 
ing the  accumulated  balance  of  our  current  account  to  the  paying  of 
the  loan  from  the  City. 

Our  1920  deposits  with  the  City  Treasurer  amounted  to  $152,874.34, 
while  our  disbursements  totaled  $106,256.48,  making  a  credit  balance 
of  $46,617.86  in  the  General  City  Fund  for  the  year.  Our  net  earnings 
after  deducting  the  various  items  of  depreciation,  bad  debts,  etc., 
amount  to  $23,467.84. 

Our  income  for  street  lighting  is  practically  the  same  as  in  1919, 
but  our  commercial  lighting  has  increased  about  12%.  Our  generating 
expense,  which  covers  the  cost  of  our  current,  has  decreased  about 
20%. 

The  contract  with  the  Public  Electric  Light  Co.  is  working  out 
satisfactorily,  and  our  service  has  been  very  good.  We  have  increased 
the  meter  services  by  345  during  the  year. 

We  have  charged  off  $2,320.46  as  bad  debts.  Most  of  this  amount 
dates  back  several  years  and  $1,231.00  has  been  carried  on  our  books 
since  1916.  We  have  also  settled  a  claim  of  $3,358.62  for  pole  rentals 
covering  the  period  between  1910  and  1918. 

The  item  of  depreciation  is  arrived  at  by  allowing  2%  on  buildings, 
57c  on  steam,  electric  and  outside  plant  equipment,  10%  on  tools,  furni- 
ture and  fixtures  and  20%  on  automobiles. 

For  maintenance  of  our  outside  plant  we  have  spent  upwards  of 
$19,000.00,  and  while  its  general  condition  has  been  materially  im- 
proved, this  work  should  be  continued  for  several  years  to  come. 
Better  relations  between  our  department  and  the  several  wire  com- 
panies who  occupy  our  streets  with  their  poles,  have  been  established, 
and  we  have  adopted  the  policy  of  a  single  pole  line  on  all  streets  where

it  is  practical,  such  line  to  be  owned  and  maintained  jointly.  This 
will  eliminate  many  poles  from  our  streets  and  lessen  the  hazard  of 
service  wires  crossing  high  tension  circuits. 

With  the  growth  of  our  business  the  need  of  additional  steam 
equipment  at  the  Plant  becomes  more  urgent.  Our  contract  for  power 
provides  that  we  shall  "keep  our  Plant  in  available  condition"  and  we 
are  fast  approaching  the  time  when  we  will  not  have  boiler  capacity 
for  a  24  hour  run. 

While  our  neighboring  cities  are  paying  more  for  light  and  power, 
our  rates  remain  the  same.  We  have  established  a  cooking  rate  of 
three  cents  per  K.  W«.  hour.  This  branch  of  our  industry  is  receiving 
much  attention  throughout  the  country,  and  our  customers  are  proving 
that  this  service  is  both  satisfactory  and  economical. 

We  need  the  cooperation  of  our  citizens.  The  annual  profits  of 
this  department  can  be  doubled  whenever  our  tax  payers  give  it  their 
loyal  support. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  hearty 
support  given  me  by  the  City  Council,  your  Honorable  Body  and  the 
employees  of  the  department.

METERS 

Seventy-one  curb  and  gate  boxes  were  raised  or  lowered,  extended 
and  wholly  or  partly  replaced. 

The  department  responded  to  438  calls  to  open  or  shut  the  stops 
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at  curb.  There  are  forty-four  two-inch  stand  pipes  available  for  street 
sprinkling.  One  stand  pipe  has  been  discontinued  at  the  corner  of 
Clymer  and  Shelburne  Streets.  The  watering  troughs  are  inspected 
once  a  week  and  cleaned,  and  are  also  kept  clear  of  ice  in  winter. 

There  are  now  in  use  4,068  meters,  an  increase  of  68  over  last  year. 
One  hundred  and  seven  meters  were  frozen  and  985  were  removed  and 
replaced  for  other  reasons,  such  as  street  work,  cleaning,  repairs,  etc. 
Four  hundred  and  ninety-five  postals  were  mailed  to  consumers,  calling 
attention  to  excessive  use,  waste  or  leakage,  as  reported  by  our  in- 
spectors.

Both  reservoirs  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned. 

The  cash  receipts  of  both  meter  and  schedule  rates  are  $73,551.46, 
exceeding  the  previous  year  by  $4,961.46. 

We  have  a  surplus  of  $1,045.99.  All  our  equipment  has  been  prop- 
erly cared  for.  Most  of  the  buildings  need  a  couple  of  coats  of  paint 
and  a  few  minor  repairs.

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The  following  is  a  brief  account  of  the  work  done  by  this  depart- 
ment since  I  assumed  the  duties  of  Superintendent  of  Streets,  May  1, 
1920. 

STREETS 

Construction. — The  only  work  which  was  done  that  could  properly 
come  under  this  head  was  a  short  stretch  of  bituminous  macadam  on 
the  Winooski  Lower  Road,  beginning  at  a  point  about  2,500  feet  west 
of  the  bridge  and  continuing  westerly  for  a  distance  of  400  feet.  This 
work  was  done  during  the  latter  part  of  June  and  was  paid  for  in  part 
by  the  State  5%  tax  and  the  remainder  by  the  City.  The  old  surface 
which  was  a  badly  worn  out,  water-bound  macadam,  was  scarified,  re- 
shaped and  rolled.  On  this  was  rolled  a  thin  layer  of  sand  and 
then  a  base  course  of  crushed  stone,  which  was  put  down  to  a  depth 
of  3  to  5  inches.  On  this  was  placed  the  wearing  surface  of  crushed 
stone,  3  inches  in  depth  and  bound  with  "S.  0.  Binder  B."  The  surface 
was  constructed  23  feet  wide,  making  a  total  area  of  1,022  square  yards, 
which  cost  $2.05  per  square  yard. 

Resurfacing. — Resurfacing  with  bituminous  macadam  was  done  on 
Pearl  St.  from  N.  Winooski  Ave.  to  Willard  St.  In  this  case  the  old 
material  after  being  scarified  to  a  depth  of  some  3  inches,  was  hauled 
out  and  used  to  grade  and  reshape  some  of  the  nearby  streets,  such  as 
Lafayette  Place,  Orchard  Terrace,  Adsit  Court  and  Depot  Street.  The 
base  was  then  thoroughly  rolled  and  3  inches  of  crushed  stone  was 
placed  for  the  wearing  surface.  The  construction  from  this  point  was 
similar  to  the  above  except  that  the  binder  used  on  this  job  was 
"Tarvia  X,"  which  is  a  product  put  out  by  the  Barrett  Co.  of  Boston. 
After  the  binder  surface  was  completed  a  thin  layer  of  pea  stone  was 
spread  over  the  entire  surface  and  subjected  to  traffic  for  some  few  days, 
after  which  the  surface  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and  given  a  light  appli- 
cation of  "Tarvia  B,"  which  is  a  light  road  oil. 

The  cost  of  this  job  was  $1.31%  per  square  yard  and  the  total 
area  was  5,517  square  yards.  We  received  from  State  Aid  for  this  job, 
$1,500.00.  This  type  of  resurfacing  is  very  satisfactory  where  old 
water-bound  macadams  have  worn  out  but  still  have  enough  material 
left  to  act  as  a  base  course.  We  are  in  hopes  to  use  more  of  this 
type  of  resurfacing  during  the  coming  year. 

Under  this  head  we  might  add  that  a  few  of  the  less  travelled 
streets  which  were  in  very  poor  condition  were  reshaped  and  resurfaced 
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with  cinders.  This  has  rendered  them  very  serviceable  and  with  a 
little  attention  will  last  for  several  seasons.  Among  those  streets  are: 
Clymer  St.,  Pomeroy  St.  from  N.  Willard  to  N.  Prospect  St.,  Archibald 
St.  from  N.  Willard  to  N.  Prospect  St.,  Washington  St.,  Lyman  Ave., 
and  a  portion  of  East  Ave.  This  type  of  surfacing  was  also  used  on 
the  avenues  at  Lakeside  but  the  cinders  were  furnished  and  spread 
by  the  Queen  City  Cotton  Company,  after  the  grading  had  been  done 
by  the  Street  Department. 

Another  type  of  surfacing  which  was  more  or  less  an  experiment 
was  that  of  gravel.  This  material  was  purchased  from  the  Park  Com- 
mission at  Ethan  Allen  Park  and  hauled  by  aid  of  state  trucks.  The 
streets  on  which  this  surfacing  was  used  were:  North  Ave.  from 
Thayer  School  to  Cemetery  Hill,  Battery  Place,  Park  St.  from  Battery 
Place  to  Pearl  St.,  and  Pearl  St.  from  Park  St.  to  Pine  St.,  Pine  St. 
from  Pearl  St.  to  Maple  St.,  and  N.  Champlain  St.  from  Pearl  St.  to 
North  St.  In  all  cases  except  N.  Champlain  St.  this  gravel  surface 
after  being  thoroughly  rolled  was  given  a  light  application  of  "Tarvia 
B,"  which  bonded  the  surface,  giving  it  a  smooth,  even  appearance 
and  rendering  it  reasonably  impervious  to  water.  Champlain  St.  would 
have  received  the  same  treatment  but  for  the  fact  that  our  supply  of 
"Tarvia  B"  gave  out  before  the  gravel  surfacing  was  completed.  With 
proper  attention  and  one  or  two  light  applications  of  "Tarvia  B" 
each  season  these  streets  ought  to  last  until  such  time  as  we  are  able 
to  put  in  something  better. 

Buell  St.  from  S.  Winooski  Ave.  to  S.  Union  St.  was  scarified,  re- 
shaped and  new  material  was  added  to  give  it  the  proper  crown  and 
the  surface  was  then  sprinkled  and  rolled,  after  which  it  was  given 
two  light  applications  of  "Tarvia  B." 

Patching. — All  the  patching  this  year  was  done  with  "Tarvia  K.  P.," 
which  is  a  product  put  out  by  the  Barrett  Co.  of  Boston.  This  material 
is  mixed  cold  with  crushed  stone.  The  mixing  was  done  on  the  job  with 
small  concrete  mixers  with  very  satisfactory  results.  Among  the 
streets  so  treated  were:  Williston  Turnpike,  Main  St.,  College  St., 
Buell  St.,  Bradley  St.,  Pearl  St.,  Brookes  Ave.,  part  of  Loomis  St.,  part 
of  North  St.,  Prospect  St.,  Colchester  Ave.,  University  Place,  Williams 
St.,  Willard  St.,  Union  St.,  Winooski  Ave.,  part  of  Church  St.,  Bank 
St.,  Cherry  St.,  St.  Paul  St.,  part  of  Champlain  St.,  Elmwood  Ave., 
part  of  Interval  Ave.,  and  North  Ave.  from  Battery  Place  to  Cemetery 
Hill. 
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Grading. — Grading  was  done  to  some  extent  on  Loomis  St.  and 
North  St.  between  N.  Prospect  St.  and  Mansfield  Ave.;  Mansfield  Ave. 
from  Loomis  St.  to  North  St.;  and  East  Ave.  More  or  less  reshaping 
will  have  to  be  done  on  all  of  these  streets  in  the  spring  and  especially 
on  East  Ave.,  as  the  work  was  not  completed  before  the  ground  froze. 

Street  Cleaning. — All  of  our  streets  were  thoroughly  cleaned  last 
spring  before  oiling  and  after  that  an  effort  was  made  to  keep  them  in 
good  condition.  However,  this  was  a  difficult  proposition  because  of 
the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  people  of  Burlington  use  the  street  gutters 
for  their  dumps  or  waste  can.  This  condition  is  deplorable,  to  say  the 
least,  and  should  be  remedied. 


SEWERS 

New  sewers  were  constructed  on  Bissell  St.,  Walnut  St.,  and  North 
Bend  St.,  and  at  the  Poor  Farm.  The  sewers  on  Bissell  St.,  also  the 
one  on  Walnut  St.  and  North  Bend  St.  were  constructed  by  the  Peter 
Sheeran  Constructing  Company,  while  the  one  at  the  Poor  Farm  was 
constructed  by  the  Street  Department's  forces.  The  Poor  Farm  sewer 
consisted  of  one  manhole  and  260  lineal  feet  of  6"  tile,  125  feet  of  which 
had  to  be  constructed  through  a  swamp  hole  containing  from  one  to 
three  feet  of  water.  The  job  was  so  planned  that  the  swamp  hole  was 
drained  during  the  week  end  through  the  sewer  which  had  been  laid 
the  latter  part  of  the  week  from  the  river  to  the  edge  of  the  swamp 
and  the  sewer  was  then  completed  at  a  total  cost  of  62c  per  lineal  foot, 
not  including  material. 

Catch  Basins. — There  were  thirteen  catch  basins  built  during  the 
year  and  two  rebuilt.  These  basins  were  not  built  in  any  one  section 
of  the  city,  but  were  more  or  less  scattered,  the  greater  number  being 
built  where  new  sidewalks,  curbing  and  gutters  were  being  constructed. 
The  following  table  will  show  the  number  and  location  of  each:

The  brick  for  the  basins  built  at  Lakeside  were  furnished  by  the 
Queen  City  Cotton  Company. 

North  Bend  Overflow. — Up  to  December  31st  very  little  work  had 
been  done  on  this  job  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds,  but  if  the  weather 
permits,  we  will  have  the  overflow  pipe  installed  at  the  head  of  Park 
St.  within  another  month,  which  will  partially  relieve  the  flood  condi- 
tions in  that  section  of  the  City  during  early  spring  thaws  and  rains, 
until  a  second  overflow  can  be  built  at  the  head  of  Spring  St. 

Maintenance. — Catch  basins  and  wells  have  been  cleaned  out  all 
over  the  City  during  the  year  as  conditions  required,  some  being 
cleaned  two  or  three  times.  All  sewers  built  on  slight  grades  have 
been  slushed  out  and  many  repairs  have  been  made  on  catch  basins 
where  traps  were  broken  during  the  previous  winter. 

Several  connections  have  been  made  where  new  sewers  were  built 
and  where  new  buildings  have  been  erected. 


Water. — The  sprinkling  of  streets  was  somewhat  delayed  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season  owing  to  the  condition  of  the  sprinkling 
apparatus  and  to  the  late  date  of  receiving  the  list  of  streets  to  be 
sprinkled.  Many  of  the  streets  were  sprinkled  with  water  until  such 
time  as  we  were  able  to  oil  them  and  then  sprinkling  with  water  on 
those  streets  was  of  course  stopped.  Other  streets  were  sprinkled  only 
after  we  found  that  we  were  going  to  be  unable  to  oil  them  and  some 
were  sprinkled  with  water  all  the  season.  These  were  the  streets  with 
brick  pavements  and  those  in  the  business  parts  of  the  City. 

Oil. — The  oil  used  on  the  streets  this  season  was  "Tarvia  B," 
which  is  a  product  of  the  Barrett  Co.  of  Boston.    This  was  shipped 
from  Boston  in  tank  cars  and  applied  by  the  Auto-Sprayer,  which  was  • 
furnished  and  operated  by  the  Barrett  Co.    Some  new  methods  were 
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introduced  in  applying  this  oil.  One  side  of  a  street  was  oiled  at  a 
time  and  coarse  sand  was  applied  as  soon  after  oiling  as  practicable. 
The  sand  used  for  this  purpose  was  hauled  from  a  pit  on  the  Howe 
farm  below  Ethan  Allen  Park  and  was  spread  directly  from  the  trucks, 
which  were  kept  in  motion  all  the  time.  In  this  way  a  whole  tank 
car  of  oil  could  be  applied  in  one  day,  and  the  sand  had  to  be  handled 
but  once,  whereas  the  old  method  of  distributing  the  sand  in  piles  along 
the  gutter  necessitated  handling  it  twice  and  sometimes  more.  It  also 
did  away  with  the  washing  of  the  sand  into  the  catch  basins,  as  so 
frequently  happened  during  heavy  rain  storms.  The  results  obtained 
from  the  use  of  "Tarvia  B"  this  season  were  very  satisfactory  and  we 
are  in  hopes  to  begin  oiling  earlier  in  this  coming  season  and  thereby 
derive  more  benefit.  We  used  nearly  100,000  gallons  of  "Tarvia  B" 
during  the  year  and  treated  some  400,000  square  yards  of  roadway. 
We  received  from  State  Aid  for  this  work,  $500.00. 


BRIDGES 

Maintenance. — The  only  bridge  requiring  extensive  repairs  this 
year  was  Heineberg  Bridge.  The  old  flooring  and  stringers  on  the 
Colchester  end  of  the  bridge  were  taken  out  and  replaced  with  new, 
the  flooring  being  laid  lengthwise  of  the  bridge,  thus  giving  a  more 
even  wearing  surface  and  eliminating  the  objectional  hummock  at  the 
center  of  the  bridge.  The  approaches  were  repaired  somewhat  and 
holes  were  cut  in  the  sides  of  the  boarding  to  let  in  more  light  as  the 
entrance  from  the  Burlington  side  is  on  a  curve  and  very  dark.  The 
work  was  done  in  flve  days  and  the  bridge  was  closed  to  traffic  only 
four  days.  The  total  cost  of  repairs  was  $1,404.92,  of  which  $175.62 
was  paid  by  the  Town  of  Colchester. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

There  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  of  the  Street  Department 
this  year  one  new  concrete  mixer  with  3  H.  P.  engine  and  one  new 
Ford  light  delivery  truck. 

OFFICE  FURNISHINGS 

A  new  metal  filing  cabinet  and  a  new  Royal  typewriter  have  been 
added  to  the  office  equipment  during  the  past  year.

In  compliance  with  requests,  lines  and  grades  have  been  given 
for  grading,  curbing,  gutter  and  sidewalk  on  the  following  streets: 
Walnut  Street,  1,714  feet  of  curbing  and  gutter  and  1,666  feet  of  side- 
walk; Central  Avenue,  888  feet  of  sidewalk;  Wright  Avenue,  680  feet 
of  sidewalk;  Lakeside  Avenue,  290  feet  of  sidewalk;  Pine  Street,  50 
feet  of  sidewalk;  corners  at  Harrison  and  Central  Avenues,  40  feet 
of  curbing;  corners  at  Wright  and  Central  Avenues,  60  feet  of  curbing; 
Strong  Street,  202  feet  of  curbing  and  gutter  and  196  feet  of  sidewalk; 
Washington  Street,  670  feet  of  curbing  and  gutter  and  697  feet  of  side- 
walk; King  Street,  220  feet  of  sidewalk;  South  Union  Street,  54  feet 
of  sidewalk:  Champlain  and  Cherry  Street  corner,  160  feet  of  side- 
walk; Russell  and  Charles  Street  corner,  160  feet  of  sidewalk;  Booth 
Street,  184  feet  of  sidewalk;  Hickok  Place,  201  feet  of  sidewalk;  North 
Street,  88  feet  of  sidewalk;  Main  Street,  70  feet  of  sidewalk;  Catherine 
Street,  1,980  feet  of  curbing  and  gutter  and  1,962  feet  of  sidewalk;  St. 
Paul  Street,  110  feet  of  sidewalk;  Bank  Street,  290  feet  of  sidewalk; 
East  Avenue,  2,286  feet  of  curbing  and  gutter  and  2,277  feet  of  side- 
walk; Champlain  Street,  385  feet  of  sidewalk;  Colchester  Avenue,  210 
feet  of  sidewalk;  Battery  Street,  50  feet  of  sidewalk;  Maple  Street,  135 
feet  of  sidewalk;  Hay  ward  St.,  350  feet  of  sidewalk;  Battery  Place, 
327  feet  of  curbing  and  gutter. 

A  total  of  7,279  feet  of  curbing;  7,179  feet  of  gutter  and  11,373  feet 
of  sidewalk  was  built  during  the  year.  Immediately  after  the  comple- 
tion of  the  work  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  it  was  measured, 
and  assessment  maps  made  showing  the  number  of  feet  of  curbing  and 
sidewalk  to  be  assessed  against  each  property  owner  abutting  on  the 
improvements.

In  April  of  the  past  year  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer  was  moved 
from  the  office  of  J.  H.  Sinclair  to  the  office  of  the  Street  Department. 
This  plan  has  worked  out  very  well. 

Complying  with  a  request  from  the  Park  Commissioners  a  survey 
of  Smalley  Park  has  been  made  during  the  past  year.  And  complying 
with  requests  from  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  much  time  has  been 
spent  on  various  jobs  in  Lake  View  and  Green  Mount  Cemeteries, 
the  principal  one  being  a  survey  of  the  westerly  end  of  Lake  View 
Cemetery.  It  was  divided  into  lots  and  same  were  staked.  The  sys- 
tem of  bench-marks  has  been  further  extended  this  year,  and  is  now 
very  satisfactory.  All  work  has  been  properly  entered  upon  record 
books  belonging  to  the  City.  Plans  and  profiles  have  been  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  revising 
and  establishing  grade  lines  on  four  streets.

FIFTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

CHIEF  ENGINEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Bur- 
Ungton: 

Gentlemen  : — According  to  the  City  Ordinance,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  to  you  the  fifty-fifth  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department 
of  the  City  of  Burlington  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1920. 

MANUAL  FORCE 

The  manual  force  is  divided  into  two  classes,  permanent  and  call- 
men.  The  permanent  force  consists  of  one  chief  engineer,  one  assistant 
engineer,  five  captains,  two  chauffeurs,  three  drivers  and  seventeen 
hose  and  laddermen,  a  total  of  twenty-nine  permanent  and  ten  callmen. 

HOUSES 

The  City  owns  four  fire  houses,  namely,  Fire  Headquarters,  Station 
No.  1,  135  Church  St.,  with  offices  of  chief  engineer,  assistant  engineer, 
superintendent  of  fire  alarm  system,  two  auto  combination  trucks  and 
one  chief's  auto  car,  switch  board,  repeater  and  batteries. 

No.  2,  Hose  House,  120  N.  Champlain  St.,  is  occupied  by  one  two- 
horse  drawn  combination  wagon. 

No.  3,  Engine  and  Hose  House,  16  Mansfield  Ave.,  is  occupied  by 
one  steam  fire  engine,  one  two-horse  drawn  hose  wagon. 

No.  4,  Ladder  Truck  House,  132  S.  Winooski  Ave.,  is  occupied  by 
one  two-horse  drawn  city  service  ladder  truck  with  320  feet  of  ladders. 

APPARATUS 

The  department  has  in  service  for  extinguishing  fires  one  American 
LaFrance  Auto,  Type  5,  No.  10  combination  with  one  forty  gallon 
chemical  tank,  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  chemical  hose,  eight  hun- 
dred feet  of  two  and  one-half  inch  regulation  double  jacket,  rubber 
lined  hose,  one  Draeger  smoke  protector,  one  LaFrance  smoke  protector, 
one  life  net  and  all  necessary  tools  and  equipment  for  the  extinguish- 
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ing  of  fires.  One  Selden  combination  auto  truck  with  one  forty  gallon 
chemical  tank,  two  hundred  feet  of  chemical  hose,  one  thousand  feet 
of  two  and  one-half  inch  regulation  double  jacket  rubber-lined  hose, 
one  Draegar  smoke  protector,  one  LaFrance  smoke  protector,  and  all 
necessary  tools  and  equipment,  one  two-horse  combination  chemical 
and  hose  wagon,  with  two  thirty  gallon  chemical  tanks,  two  hundred 
feet  chemical  hose,  nine  hundred  feet  of  two  and  one-half  inch  regula- 
tion double  jacket  rubber-lined  hose,  one  Hart  turret  pipe  mounted  on 
dash  and  all  necessary  tools  and  equipment,  one  two-horse  drawn  hose 
wagon,  capacity  one  thousand  feet  double  jacket  rubber-lined  regula- 
tion hose,  with  all  necessary  tools,  one-fourth  size  Silsby  steam  fire 
engine,  one  two-horse  drawn  city  service  hook  and  ladder  truck,  with 
three  hundred  and  twenty  feet  of  ladders,  sixty-five  feet  the  longest, 
one  chief's  automobile,  with  one  Draeger  Pulmotor,  one  exercise  wagon, 
three  two-horse  drawn  sleighs,  capacity  one  thousand  feet  each  of 
double  jacket  rubber-lined  regulation  hose,  with  all  necessary  tools, 
two  second-hand  hose  wagons,  fourteen  two  and  one-half  gallon  hand 
extinguishers,  twelve  Knight  &  Thomas  make  and  two  of  Child's  make, 
two  Pyrene  guns. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

The  fire  alarm  system  is  of  the  Gamwell  make  and  consists  of 
one  six-circuit  repeater,  one  six-circuit  switchboard,  one  hundred  and 
fifty-six  cells,  five  indicators,  five  tappers,  and  twenty-seven  and  one- 
half  miles  of  wire,  divided  in  five  circuits  with  sixty-eight  alarm  boxes. 

HOSE 

The  department  has  on  hand  nine  thousand,  nine  hundred  feet 
of  two  and  one-half  inch  double  jacket  rubber-lined  regulation  hose  in 
good  condition  and  three  hundred  feet  in  poor  condition,  six  hundred 
feet  of  three-quarter  inch  chemical  hose  in  good  condition. 

HARNESSES 

The  harnesses  in  the  department  are  in  good  condition. 

HORSES 

The  department  has  six  horses,  five  have  been  condemned  as  un- 
safe by  the  veterinary  and  should  be  replaced  at  once  with  new  ones. 
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ALARMS 

During  the  year  your  department  responded  to  one  hundred  and 
thirty-six  alarms,  a  decrease  of  nine  of  the  previous  year;  of  these 
thirty-six  were  bell  alarms  and  one  hundred  still  alarms.  The  depart- 
ment responded  to  three  requests  for  assistance  from  other  towns, 
which  was  promptly  given,  one  call  from  Shelburne  Farms,  one  call 
from  South  Burlington  and  one  call  from  Essex  Junction. 

COST    OF    MAINTAINING    THE  DEPARTMENT 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  department  for  the  past  year  was 
$48,228.50.  The  appropriation  was  $48,700.00.  Sale  of  old  horse  and 
junk,  $140.07;  total  $48,840.07;  expenditures,  pay-roll  regular  men, 
$37,599.26;  pay-roll  callmen,  $680.00;  monthly  statements,  $9,945.24, 
leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $611.57. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  would  recommend  for  the  improvement  and  efficiency  of  the  de- 
partment, which  I  trust  will  meet  with  your  approval. 

That  the  City  purchase  and  install  one  new  auto  hook  and  ladder 
truck,  using  our  present  ladders  and  equipment,  to  be  located  at  Fire 
Station  No.  4;  one  new  chassis  for  the  present  horse  drawn  combina- 
tion wagon  at  Fire  Station  No.  2,  by  so  doing  your  department  would 
be  entirely  motorized  and  would  be  more  efficient  and  economical. 

That  the  City  purchase  and  install  four  new  fire  alarm  boxes,  same 
to  be  located  on  the  following  streets:  Corner  Cherry  and  Pine  Streets, 
corner  North  and  Hyde  Streets,  corner  Pearl  and  Williams  Streets, 
corner  Pomeroy  and  North  Willard  Streets. 

I  again  recommend  that  the  School  Department  shall  purchase 
and  install  in  each  school  building  a  private  fire  alarm  box,  also  a 
sufficient  number  of  hand  fire  extinguishers  in  each  school  building 
for  the  protection  of  same  in  case  of  fire  and  that  the  teachers  and 
janitors  be  instructed  in  the  use  of  same. 

I  recommend  that  the  department  purchase  one  thousand  feet  of 
hose  each  year. 

I  recommend  that  more  fire  hydrants  be  placed  in  certain  localities 
where  long  lines  of  hose  are  necessary. 
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Again  this  year  I  will  recommend,  as  I  have  in  the  past  five  years, 
that  an  ordinance  be  passed  to  forbid  proprietors  of  theaters,  moving 
picture  shows  and  other  amusement  places  from  selling  tickets  beyond 
seating  capacity  and  that  all  aisles,  entrances  and  exits  be  kept  clear 
and  free  from  all  obstructions, 

I  recommend  that  a  drill  tower,  such  as  other  cities  have,  be  built 
either  in  the  rear  of  Fire  Station  No.  3,  Mansfield  Ave.,  or  in  the  rear 
of  Fire  Station  No.  4,  S.  Winooski  Ave.,  that  classes  be  formed  and 
the  men  drilled  twice  each  week  during  the  summer  months  in  the  use 
of  ladders,  hose  and  other  equipment  that  pertain  to  the  department. 

I  recommend  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  to  forbid  any  person  or 
persons  parking  automobiles  or  any  vehicle  within  ten  feet  of  any  fire 
hydrant. 

I  recommend  that  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 
petition  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  that  the  traffic  law  be 
changed  on  Center  Street  so  as  to  make  it  a  one  way  street.  That  no 
automobile  be  parked  longer  than  fifteen  minutes. 

REMAEKS 

Your  Fire  Department  responded  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-six 
fires  during  the  year.  Two  of  these  fires  were  incendiary  and  the 
guilty  party  caught  and  sent  to  the  State  Hospital  at  Waterbury. 
The  total  insurance  loss  for  the  past  year  will  not  exceed  twenty 
thousand  dollars. 

A  new  piece  of  motor  apparatus  has  been  purchased  and  will  be 
placed  in  commission  at  Fire  Station  No.  1.  The  Selden  auto  com- 
bination will  be  transferred  from  Station  No.  1  to  Station  No.  3,  thereby 
doing  away  with  one  pair  of  horses,  leaving  only  two  pieces  of  apparatus 
horse  drawn. 

The  Chief  Engineer  of  your  department  had  the  pleasure  and 
honor  of  attending  the  Convention  of  the  International  Association  of 
Fire  Engineers  (of  which  he  is  a  member),  held  at  Toronto,  Canada, 
during  the  week  of  July  26th.  These  conventions  are  held  once  each 
year  in  different  cities  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Papers  are 
prepared  and  read  by  different  chiefs  of  large  cities  on  subjects  per- 
taining to  Fire  Departments,  Fire  Fighting  and  Fire  Prevention;  dis- 
cussions of  all  subjects  are  held  and  valuable  information  is  gained  by 
each  and  every  chief  attending.    Exhibits  of  all  modern  and  new  fire- 
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fighting  appliance  are  displayed  and  explained.  The  1921  convention 
is  to  be  held  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  your  chief  to 
attend.

Gentlemen: — The  Rest  Room  Association  herewith  submit  the 
report  for  the  year  1920. 

Owing  to  the  advance  in  prices  of  all  supplies  the  money  appor- 
tioned by  the  City  Council  for  the  support  of  the  Woman's  Rest  Room, 
for  the  first  time  since  establishment  proved  insufficient  for  the  neces- 
sary expenses. 

In  order  to  keep  the  Room  open  during  the  heavy  shopping  season 
the  Rest  Room  Association  assumed  the  bills  for  November  and 
December,  raising  the  necessary  funds  by  securing  contributions  from 
individuals  and  organizations.  An  appeal  through  the  Press  met  with 
such  generous  response  that  we  are  able  to  begin  the  New  Year  with- 
out indebtedness. 

There  has  been  no  lessening  in  the  use  of  the  Room;  on  the  other 
hand,  it  has  become  a  necessity  and  closing  would  not  only  be  a  serious 
inconvenience  to  a  large  number  of  people  but  would  entail  a  money 
loss  to  the  business  interests  of  the  city.  The  Rest  Room  has  proved 
to  be  of  such  inestimable  value  that  there  should  be  no  question  in  the 
future  of  its  being  closed  for  lack  of  funds,  and  we  are  therefore  asking 
the  Council  to  make  such  an  increase  in  money  set  aside  for  this  pur- 
pose that  we  shall  not  be  forced  another  year  to  depend  on  private 
benefactions  for  the  necessary  running  expenses. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  management.  Mrs.  Jennie 
Delorme  continues  to  serve  as  the  very  efllcient  matron.
